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IMPEACHING A MARSHAL 


THE ELECTION IN CINCINNATI TO 
BE INVESTIGATED. 

A RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY THE HOUSE 
FOR AN INQUIRY INTO THE CONDUCT OF 
MARSHAL WRIGHT'S DEPUTIES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—-Without prelim- 
inary flourish or announcement the Democrats 

f Ohio, through Mr. Follett, to-day took the 
first step in Congress toward ascertaining 
whether the Republican majority in Hamilton 
County in the October election was secured by 
unjustifiable and extraordinary means or 
whether it was natural and spontaneous. In 
order to bring the matter before Congress, Mr. 
Follett offered a preamble and resolutions im- 
peaching Marshal Lot Wright, charging him with 
usurpation of power and violation of law in ap- 
pointing Marshals for the Congressional elec- 
tions in Cincinnati, who, with pistols and other 
deadly weapons, said to have been furnished by 
the War Department, encouraged fraudulent 
voting, and practiced intimidation and gross 
outrages upon the elective franchise and the 
rights of honest voters. The resolutions, in 
seven separate paragraphs, call upon the Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the Department 
of Justice speedily to inquire how many 
Marshals were appointed for the South- 
ern District of Ohio; what citizens asked 
for their appointment; whether any of 
them had been before appointment charged 
with crime, or were known to be of vicious and 
brutal habits and reputation; whether they 
were under the direction and control of parti- 
sans, the number and kind of pistols furnished 
to them, and trom whence they received them, 
and whether they have returned the weapons; 
the amount of money paid to them, by whose 
order and at what rate, and other information 
germane to the subject. Mr. Follett also asked 
for a subcommittee, with full power to makea 
complete investigation. 

The offering of the resolutions stirred a breeze 
on the Republicau side, and the righteous Keifer 
was compelled to muke the point of order that 
the resolutions proposed to investigate charges 
against United States officers, and was nota 
question of impeachment. To this Mr. Follett 
respuuced that he had adopted the form fur- 
nished »y the Thirty-ninth Congress in pre- 
terriue charges against President John- 
son, and the House certainly had the right 
to ingiive into the conduct of an officer 
with tne view of impeachment. Speaker Car- 
lisle said that at the last session he had decided 
that a mere proposi*ioa to investigate the con- 
duct of a public officer, but which did not pro- 
pose to impeach him, was not a matter of privi- 
Jege under the rules of the House or under the 
Constitution of the United States. But the 
pending resolutions contained an impeach- 
ment. The resolutions began with an 
impeachment, and brought the _ resolu- 
tions within the scope of a privileged 
guestion. Mr. Reed suggested that the resolu- 
tion go to the Judiciary Committee, and Mr. 
Cox brought up the Belknap case as another 

recedent for the reference asked for by Mr. 

‘oliett. TheSpeaker overruled Keifer, and after 
a long discussion the »reamble and resolutions 
were adopted. Mr. Springer, as Chairmzaa of the 
committee to which the matter was referred, 
will take .old of it immediately and will push 
the inguiry with Zeal, if not with judgment.

OPINIONS OF THE MESSAGE. 

Members of Congress appear to need a 
great deal of time in which to form their opin- 
ions about the message of the President and the 
report of Secretary McCulloch. Very few of 
them are prepared to speak positively about 
either. The report of Mr. McCulloch has unques- 
tionably made a greater impression than the 


President’s message, and no one misunderstands 
atieast its drift,even if they are unfamiliar 





with its details. Both papers are more ac- 
ceptable to the Democrats, as a_ body, 
than to the tepublicans. The large 
part of the Kepublican members of 


both houses certainly regarded the appoint- 
ment of Mr. McCulloch, made during a cam- 
paign in which the protective tariff was being 
** worked for ail it was worth,” as a severe fling 
at tbe orators who were predicting national 
ruin as a result of revenue reform, and the 
champions of a high protective tariif now in- 
sist that the President, instead of speaking out 
ou the question, has permitted a rather wicked 
Cabinet partner to elaborate heretical notions, 
to which the Executive simply ndds assent. 

Such men as Mr. O. B. Potter, who is certainly 
& representive usiress man, approve both the 
President’s and Mr. McCuloch’s documents. Mr. 
Potter says: “ The President has given us an 
able message. Mr. McCulloch’s report is admir- 
abie. Heisa good enough Democrat for me.” 
Representative Millard approves the message, 
but says he would have been better pleased if, in- 
stead of recommending that the tax be taken off 
of tobacco, the President had suggested that it be 
taken trom sugar. Representative eey finds 
the message very satisfactory. Rep-esentative 
Waldo Hutchins makes the discovery that Mr. 
Arthur’s recommendations concerning the rey- 
elue will spoil his chances of becomimg United 
Siates Senato:in place of Mr. Lapham, andicon- 
eludes that Minister Morton will be the success- 
ful candidate. Mr. Herbert, of Georgia, says he 
is incliued to approve the mes;izr2 from his hear- 
ing of it, but wants to withbo.1 “udgment until 
after a careful examination of its recommenda- 
tions. 

Protectionist Senators ar2 not delighted with 
the mild tone a'op* i by tbe President in his 
message, When he re’ wred to tariff topics. Few 
of them have yetread the message with care, 
and until they have done so, they do not like to 
express any opinion of its merits or demerits. 
One of them, an ardent Republican, remarked, 
however, that if Mr.Artbur had been a President- 
elect or a defeated candidate, he would have 
been a protective tariff man, and would have 
had something definite to say on the subject. 
The President woui.! uot, the Senator added, 
have called into the Cadinct for three monthsa 
man of Secretary McUulloch’s tariff ideas and 
then simply indorsed in his message whatever 
views the Secretary saw fit to express.

INDIAN LAND LEASES DISCUSSED. 

There were fewer vacant seats in the 
Senate to-day than yesterday, among the new 
comers being Messrs. Colquitt, Plumb, Williams, 
and Butler, The latter shook hands with his as- 
sociates and devoted himself to a pile of corre- 
spondence two feet deep on his desk. Some of 

the letters, it is suspected, contained hints re- 
garding Federal offices in South Carolina and 
how they ought » be filled. Democratic Sena- 
tors and Repiesentatives wili be swamped under 
similar letters for months to come. No one 
who heard Senator Williams’s frequent and 
hearty laughter as he greeted his friends 
would have suspected = that in three 
months he would ceasc to be aSenator. Senator 
Sheffield, who takes the place made vacant by 
Mr. Anthony’s dea:a, again sat on a side sofa 
until after the formal opening. Then he came 
down the centre aisic, leaning on the arm of Mr, 
Aldrich, and, standing before the presiding offi- 
cer with uplifted right hand, took the oath of 
office as a Senator. His seat is that on the last 
row, hitherto occupicd by Gen. Mahone, who 
thoughtfully putin a claim for Mr. Anthony’s 
seat two yearsago. Mahone and his Readjuster 
colleague, Riddleberger, were again absent. 

Aiter a little routine business haa been dis- 
posed of Mr. Vest started the principal discussion 
of the day by offering a long resolution directing 
the Committee on Indian Affairs to iuquire into 
all the tacts concerning aii leases of lands in the 
Indian Territory. He explained that more than 
1,000,000 acres had been taken from the Indiazs 
of that Territory by leases without any author- 
ity of law. He was prepared to give names, 
dates, and amounts which would show that 
these leases were obtainsd by fraud, corruption, 
and bribery, and that a widespread schema 
to take these lands existed. He there- 
fore urged immediate consideration of his 
resolution. Mr. Conger promptiy objected, 
but he yielded to Mr- Dawes, Chairman of the 
Indian Committee, who in a raimbiing speech 
pointed out the difliculty of making a thorough 
investigaticn of the matter during the short ses- 
sion of Congress. He agreed that the ieases 
were unlawtu!, and added that unless some- 
thing was done every foot cf the Indian lands 
would betaken in this way. Mr. Vest gave a 
clue to what Secretary Telier may expect from 
the Democrats, by dec'aring that, although the 
Secretary asserted he would not protect these 
jezses, as they were not lawful, he did protect 
them oy secing that no outsider was permitted 
to interfere with the holdors of the leased lands. 

if necessary. United States troops would be used 
to prevent such interference. 

Mr. Dawes defended the Secretary of the In- 
terior, although conceding that the latter's view 
of Ube matter was a mistaken one. Mr. Beck 
asked to have the Crow reservation included in 
the resolution, and Mr. Dawes said he knew of 

one Indian reservation of 102,000 acres of which 
85,000 acres had been fenced off and was in the 
exciusive possession of outsiders. The cattle of 
the outsiders consumed everything on these 
acres. und the Government bought beef of these 
men to feed tne Indians on whose_ reservation 
the cattie grazed. Mr. Maxey, Mr. Harrison, and 
otiers spoke, and then Mr. Conger renewed his 
objection to immediate consideration, and the 
resolution had to go over until to-morrow. 


TO PROTECT NEW-YORK HARBOR, 
Senator Miller proposes tomake another 
effort this Winter to protect New-York Harbor. 
For this purpose he introduced to-day a bill pro- 
viding foc a Board of Superintendence for the 
arbor. to have ceneral jurisdiction over its wax 
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ters. This is substantially the same measure 
which was offered by Mr, Miller at the last ses- 
si0n as an amendment to the Riverand Harbor 
bill. It was stricken out of that bill on a tech- 
nical point of order made by Mr. Morgan, of 
Alabama. In its present shape as a distinc? bill 
Mr. Morgan’s objections cannot prevent its ob- 
taining at least a hearing.

COL, MORRISON AND THE CABINET.

When asked what was 
meant by aparagraph on this subject which ap- 
peared in a New-York paper to-day, he pulled 
his slouch hat down over his eyes, laughed 
heartily but silently, and replied, with one finger 
at his nose: ** You can say that I don’t need to 
have my name paraded in newspaper Cabinet 
lists to remind people that Iam still in the Dem- 
ocratic Party.”

THE REPUBLICAN SEATED, 


JOSEPH MACKIN THE INSTIGATOR OF 
CHICAGO BALLOT-BOX FRAUD. 

CuicaGco, Dec. 2.—To-day the Federal 
Grand Jury succeeded in getting at the inside 
facts of the bold attempt on the part of the Demo- 
crats to steal a State Senator in order that the 
Legislature might be Democratic on a joint 
ballot, and a Democratic United States Senator 
be elected. In the investigation of the alleged 
frauds in the Second Precinct of the Eighteenth 
Ward, Sixth Senatorial District, S. B. Chase, 
Secretary of the Hanscom & Co. printing estab-

lishment, was called as a witness, and 
furnished tho last hnk in the chain 
of fraud. He testifies that about noon 


op Friday, Nov. 21, Joseph C. Mackin, Secretary 
of the Democratic State Centrai Committee, 
called on him at his office, showed him a Repub- 
lican ticket, and asked him if be could duplicate 
it. Hetold him he could do so, whereupon the 
head of the ticket was cut off, and sent by Jere- 
miah Thompson, atrusted employe, to the estab- 
lishment of Baker & Co, to be engraved. Mackin 
said he wanted the ticket reproduced, with the 
name of Rudolph Brand, Democratic candidate 
for State Senator, in place of that of H. W. 
Leman, the Kepublican candidate. In the 
evening about 2,000 of the tickets were printed, 
and Mr. Wright said he delivered them rersonal- 
ly to Mackinin his room at the Palmer House. 
Monday last, when he heard his man Thompson 
had testified before the Grand Jury that he 
thought Mackin ordered the tickets, & went in 
search of him and found him at ‘*the store,” a 
saloon kept by ** Mike” McDonald, Mayor Har- 
rison’s boss gambler. The two took a walk, and 
Mackin told him he wished that he and 
his brother would keep out of the way 
of subpeenas from the Grand Jury, as 
if they did the matter would soon blow over. 
These counterfeit tickets were found in the bal- 
lot box, and must have been put there after 9 
Hs M. on Friday, Nov. 21, 17. days after the elec- 
ion. 

To-day Gov. Hamilton issued a certificate of 
election to Leman, expressing the conviction 
that gross frauds had been committed. 

indictments were found against the judges 
and clerks of the precinct some days ago, but 
they have not been returned since affairs have 
taken the new and startling course they have. 
Mackin will doubtiess be indicted. 

Henry W. Leman, the Republican candidate 
for State Senator from the Sixth District, makes 
engacs to-night his reply to the open letter sent 

ast night by Rudolph Brandt, his Democratic op- 

ponent, proposing a recount of the votes through- 
out the entire district and the final determin- 
action of the contest by the testimony of the 
voters. Leman declines the proposition, claim- 
ing that the proceeding proposed is illegal, and 
would be void if carried out, and concludes by 
saying that,inasmuch as the Governor has de- 
clared him legally eleeted, and will issue the 
certificate to him, he (Leman) will submit to no 
tribunai except the State Senate. 

Ata meeting of the committee of 30 citizens 
this afternoon, appointed to prosecute inquiries 
into the alleged ballot-box stuffing in the Second 
Precinct of the Eighteenth Ward, it was resolved 
to increase their number to 80, to raise a fund of 
$25,000 for the pursuit of its work, and to offer a 
reward os not less than $5.000 for information 
leading to the conviction of the guilty parties.

CAPT. MURPHY’S BRUTAL MURDER

JUSTICE FORD DENIES THAT HE WAS A 
PARTY TO THE KILLING. 
NeEw-ORLEANS, Dec. 2.—No event for 
years has created such a profound impression 
on the public mind here as the assassina- 
tion of Capt. R. H. Murphy, and a bitter 
feeling is manifested against his slayers. 
Most of the city papers make it the sub- 
ject of editorial comment, demanding that 
the full penalty for the crime shall be inflicted 
upon the cowardly assassins. The funeral of 
Murphy was the largest seen here for many 
years. Morethan a hundred carriages were in 
line. Washington Fire Company, No. 20, of which 
the deceased was Grand Marshal, conducted 
theceremony. All the prominent officers of the 
State and city who could be there were present, as 
well as representatives of the judiciary and the 
Federal service. The sermon was preached by 
the Rev. Dr. Carter,a Methodist,and the body 
was laid away beside his honored father in Odd 
Feliows’ Rest. The Hon. E. John Ellis, member 
of Congress, a cousin of the wounded man, 
Fieming, is expected to come here and prosecute 

the murderers in behalf of the family. 

Perhaps the most remarkable feature of the 
crime is the deniui of Judge Ford of all connec- 
tion with the atfair, and the constant reiteration 
of his ability to prove an alibi. There is, how- 
ever, no reasonable doubt of his guilt. The six 
prisoners are confined in the parish prison, while 
the witnesses to the shooting have likewise been 
arrested and locked up for sate keeping. They 
have not been confronted with each other, 
but their description of, the principal assessin 
tallies accurately with that of Judge Ford. They 
are all cool and clear-headed men, and it is 
thought they cannot be tampered with. Assist- 
ant Recorder Anthony Sambola occupies the 
bench during Judge Ford’s incarceration. He is 
believed to bea brave and honorable magistrate. 
The District Attorney, Mr. Lionel Adams, has 
engaged ex-Judge Luzenberg to assist in the 
prosecution. 








A SET-BACK FOR THE MAYOR. 

CoLumMBus, Ohio, Dec. 2.—A Republican 
wrangle, in Springfield, a year ago last Spring, 
allowed the Democrats to elect C. W. Constan- 
tine as Mayor of that city. No sooner had he 
entered upon the discharge ot his duties than 
the work of overturning both the Police and 
Fire Departments was begun, but the Council, 
which was Republican, refused to confirm his 
appointments. Last Winter Mayor Constantine 
was a numerous quantity in the legislative halls, 
and secured the passage of a bill authorizing the 
Governor to appoint a board of Police Commis- 
sioners, consisting of four members, to be 
divided equally so far as_ politics were 
concerned, but ,the bill made the Mayor, 
ex-oflicio a member, which gave the contro! of 
the department to the Democrats, and then the 
work of bouncing the old officers was indulged 
in to such an extent thatnone of the old force 
remained. So reckless did Constantine become 
that the leading citizens aoammenced proceed- 
ings in mandamus requiring the Mayor to show 
why he held office as ex officio member of the 
Board of Police Commissioners. The case was 
argued some time since, and this morning the 
Supreme Court rendered a judgment of ouster, 
which removes the Mayor trom the board, and 
leaves the Republicans in control of the Police 
Department. Constantine is Treasurer of the 
Democratic State Executive Committee. 


MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 

Hupson, N. Y., Dec. 2.—At the charter 
election in this city to-day Henry L. Gregg 
(Dem.) was elected Mayor by 341 majority, and 
Henry W. Dakin (Rep.) was elected Treasurer 
by 6 majority. Horace Payne, the Republican 
candidate for Assessor, had no opposition. The 
Democrats elect the four Supervisors and the 
Aldermen in the Second, Third, and Fourth 
Wards, and the Republicans elect the Alderman 
in the First Ward. The vote was nearly equal 
to that ot the November election. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 2.—Mavyor 
Henry M. Phillips, Republican, was elected to- 
day forathird term. Aljithe Aldermen are Ke- 
publicans, and so are 16 Councilmen. One of the 
two Democratic Councilmen elected was the Re- 
publican nominee also. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 2.—In the city 
ana town elections to-day the Democrats made 
a clean sweep, electing G. F. Holcomb Mayor by 
a majority of 1,213. The Democrats retain con- 
trol of the Common Council. 

Fart Rrver, Mass., Dec. 2.-Cummings 
(Dem.) is elected Mayor by about 100 plurality. 
The Republicans have five out of nine Aldermen 
anda majority of the Council.

A UNIVERSITY’S GREAT LOSS.

THE DAMAGE DONE BY FIRE TO THE WIS- 
CONSIN STATE UNIVERSITY. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 2.—The fire at 
the State University last night caused a total 
loss of $235,000, covered only by $40,000 imsur- 
ance. Among the irreparable losses that were 
sustained was the destruction of the geological 
department, with Dr. Irving’s notebooks con- 
taining the observations of a dozen years past, 
the type specimens by microscopic sections of 
rocks belonging’ to the university and to the 
geological surveys of the State of Wisconsin 
and of the United States. Lapham’s geological 
collection of 10,000 specimens’ and Strong’s 
of 8,000, of great value, met destruction. 
The art gailery, of considerable value, was 
also in this wing. In the south wing 
were the lecture rooms, various chemical labor- 
atories, assaying, zoological, and others, and all 
were destroyed, leaving at the present time 
nothing standing but badly charred stone walls. 
The building, including heating and water 
fixtures, cost about $100,000; Dr. Davies’s physic- 
al apparatus is valued at over $10,000; Dr. Birge’s 
zoological department is worth about $8,000. 
Prof. Irving’s department, containing those 
great geological collections, meets the heaviest 
loss of all and which is hardly capable of a 
money estimate. With the machine department, 
engine rooms, many lavoratories, and private 
hbrary and apparatus of the Professors, which 
were kept in the building, is is doubtful if $250,- 
000 will cover the loss. 

The material saved from the lower floor is 
practically of no value, as everything valuable 
except the machine and carpenter’s shop appli- 
ances were on the upper floor. Owing to the pe- 
culiar character of scientific and mechanical in- 
struments requiring elaborate apparatus it will 
be impossibie to fit up temporary quarters till 
the Spring term, and nearly 100 students will 
have to suspend studies till then. One of the 
dormatories will doubtless be arranged for such 
classes as can go ahead without much parapher- 
nalia. The Legislature will be asked to appro- 
priate not only enough for a new and better 
building, apparatus, and cabinets, but also to fit 
up temporary quarters. With $40,000 insurance 
in hand it will take an appropriation of about 
$150,000 to anywhere near replace last night’s loss. 

Science Hall was the largest and most impor- 
tant of the university buildings. and its loss isa 
very serious blow to the institution. Presi- 
dent Bascomb says that even if the Legis- 
lature is prompt in the reimbursement it will 
take at least 10 years to recover from the effects 
of the fire and restore the collections to any- 
thing like the condition they were in yesterday. 
There is no doubt that the management of the 
fire was wretched. The city department was 
wholly incapable and its appliances quite in- 
efficient. The persons in control of the 
building also lost their heads, and the elab- 
orate system of university water works was 
rendered wholly useless from mismanagement 
and lack of hose. The building itself, in spite of 
being a costly stone structure valued at $100,000, 
was a mere tinder box inside, and was built with 
no regard whatever to possibilities of danger 
from fire. All departments at the university are 
paralized to-day, and, though in the midst of the 
term examinations, the affairs are in aJmost a 
chaotie condition. No one was injured by the 
fierce fire, but several students who tried to save 
some of the Washburn apparatus had a narrow 
escape, only saving their lives by jumping from 
the upper windows. 
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ROBBING A COUNTY.

ALLEGED FRAUDULENT TRANSACTIONS BY A 
COUNTY OFFICER. 

COBLESKILL, N. Y., Dec. 2.—Excitement 
over the discovery of frauds committed against 
the county by Merritt Baker, ex-cierk of the 
Board of Supervisors, continues. Said a member 
of the investigating committee to-day: ‘'The 
further we get into the investigation the deeper 
implicated become several prominent persons. 
If the investigation continues, which it will, 


the developments will be simply  start- 
ling.” Jt is now thought that the rob- 
bery will reach nearly $5,000, and it is 
known that Baker has not been alone 


in the crooked work. The Board of Supervisors 
is composed of 14 Democrats and 4 Republicans. 
There are divisions in the party, known as the 
“ring,” the Tammany faction, and the “antis.” 
The tormer have been in power 20 years and have 
enjoyed the spoils. Opposing factions have re- 
sented outrages such as the auditing of excessive 
bills. Embezzlements have trequently occurred, 
and they have been covered up. When the 
board began its session recently they were 
astonished to find the Aibany Asylum bill 
much Jessthan usual. They began an investi- 
gation. In the printed proceedings of 1883 an 
entry of the payment of a bill to the asylums of 
$82 appeared, as well as $1,031 to the House of 
Refuge. The Treasurer’s stuns show this check 
to have been paid. A dispatch to the Albany 
Asylum was answered that they only received 
$631 50, their just claim, in full. Theinvestigating 
commitee are John B. Grant, Schoharie; Menzo 
Young, Seward; C. M. Mollett, Sharon; Myron 
H. Lucy. Broome. They are in session to-day at 
Schoharie. 

Dr. H. S. Gale is a prominent man living about 
midway between here and Richmondvyille. Many 
bills had been paid in names closely resembling 
his, as *‘ H. S. Gale,”’ ‘**‘Henry 8S. Gale,” “S. H. 
Gale,” **Henry R. Gale,” &c., for items such as 
“physician,” “‘constable,” ‘* Coroner’s physi- 
cian.” Mr. Gale testified that his legitimate claim 
was $250, and that it was actually audited and 
he received that sum. He knew nothing of the 
other claims, and did not receive their proceeds. 
Gale was aware that Baker was going away. 
He drove to the American Hotel on the 2ist and 
met Baker on the stoop. Baker said some- 
thing to him about the work of the Supervis- 
ors, and they talked of an investigation and 
said he contemplated going to New-York. He 
asked witness to meet him at Cobleskill the fol- 
lowing morning at 9 o’clock. The doctor was on 
hand, and found that Baker had taken the train 
for the metropolis half an hour before. He sub- 
sequently telegraphed Baker to go to Canada by 
request of Baker’s wife, and he supposed Baker 
was now in Ontario. It has also been discovered 
that fraudulent checks have been issued to par- 
ties who are unknown in the county and that 
were in every instance promptly paid when pre- 
sented. The Treasurer is unable to tell to whom 
he paid the money upon these checks. Baker is 
a lawyer about 30 years of age and hasa wife, 
but no children,

AFTER TWENTY YEARS. 

Quincy, IIL, Dec. 2.—Twenty years ago 
the wife of George W. Haynes died, leaving him 
two baby girls. He was poor and had no means, 
He gave one girl toa gentlemar of this city, 
Henry Shley, now deceased, who adopted her 
as his own.

LITTLE OPPOSITION TO THE REDIS- 


TRIBUTION BILL. 

A CONSERVATIVE MEETING FINDS LITTLE TO 
COMPLAIN OF—THE IRISH MEMBERS 
WELL PLEASED, 

Lonpon, Dec. 2.—A meeting of the Con- 
servative members of both houses of Parliament 
was held to-day to decide upon the policy to be 
pursued with reference to the Redistribution 
bill. The Marquis of Salisbury stated that per- 
fect harmony had prevailed throughout the ne- 
gotiations with Mr. Gladstone regarding the 
bill. The contemplated measure, he said, would 
confer the franchise on 2,(00,000 citizens with the 
least possible disturbance of the existing system. 
Sir Stafford Northcote concurred in the Marquis 
ot Salisbury’s views, but Mr. Henry Chaplin, 
member for Mid-Lincolnshire, aissented. He 
thought the measure offered little hope to the 
Conservative Party. The meeting decided that 
the Conservatives should agree to the second 
reading of the Redistribution bill in the House 
of Commons on Thursday, deferring all discus- 
sion of its principles till the bill comes up for 
consideration in committee. 

The Irish party has decided to support the Re- 
distribution bill. The threatened coalition be- 
tween the Tory and Liberal discontents has been 
found to be impossible, as there appears to be no 
common basis of action for them. All opposi- 
tion to the bill is fast disappearing, and its 


second reading is expected to take place at the 
close of the session of the House of Commons 
on Friday. Parliament willadjourn on Saturday. 

Mr. Gladstone has requested Mr. Leonard H. 
Courtney to withdraw his resignation as a Secre- 
tary to the Treasury, which was offered yester- 
day, but if Mr. Courtney persists in resigning 
that position the oflice will be tendered to Henry 
Hartley Fowler, Liberal member of Parliament 
from Wolverhampton. 

DuBLIn, Dec. 2.—The Freeman's Journal 
considers the Redistribution bill an equitable 
measure, and says Mr. Gladstone has fulfilled his 
pledge to Ireland. Italso states that the Na- 
tionalists will now probably be able to carry some 
of the seats for Parliament in England. The 
Irish Times rejoices that the leaders of both par- 
ties were wise enough to create no new Irish 
grievance, and that their plan was consistent. 
>. - 

THE CLAIMS TO THE CONGO, 
DISCUSSION OF NAVIGATION LAWS—GER- 
MANY MAKES A TREATY. 

BERLIN, Dec. 2.—The Congo Committee, 
which is identical with the previous one, to 
which was referred the proposed navigation laws 
for the Congo River, has placed them in the 
hands of a sub-committee representing England, 
France, Germany, Portugal, and Belgium for 
revision. Baron Lambermont, one of the dele- 
gates from Belgium, will present the report of 
the committee to the conference on Thursday. 

Sir Edward Malet, delegate from Engiand, to- 
day presented a pro memoria relating to the nav- 
ization of the Niger River, in which he main- 
tains that the reservation which he made in be- 
half of England at the opening sitting of the 
conference and the willingness of the del- 
egates then to accede to his wish to 
treat the questions regarding the Congo and 
Niger Rivers separately were considered as indi- 
cating the acceptance by the delegates of En- 
gland’s claims. 

A convention has been entered 
Germany by the International African As- 
sociation, by which the latter guarantees 
to Germany the freedom of imports in 
transit in the Congo country. It also 
guarantees the rights of residenceand trading to 
German subjects, and to any power acquiring 
territory in the Congo. The association is guar- 
anteed by the convention in return that Ger- 
many shail recognize the flag of the African In- 
ternational Association, with the frontiers ex- 
tending from the Lower Congo toward the sea. 


Paris, Dec. 2.—The Figaro says that the 
first results of the Congo Conference contain 
small satisfaction for France, as all the recent 
French acquisitions on the River Mari, at Loan- 
gO, at Brazzaville, and in the country of King 
Makako have now been placed under the Afri- 
can International Association’s régime. The 
arrangement, says the Figaro, also annuls the 
value of ‘France’s right to absorb territory. 
The association is now constituted into a free 
5 but under a permanent international con- 

rol.

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FRENCH LEGISLATIVE AFFAIRS, 
THE PROPOSED TARIFF ON CORN — TWO 
DEFEATS FOR THE GOVERNMENT, 

Paris, Dec. 2.—M. Miline, the Minister 
of Agriculture, appeared before tie Tariff Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Deputies to-day and 
explained the Government's attitude toward the 
proposed increase of duty on corn to 2.60f. per 
centner. He declared that this sum was to be 
regarded as the maximum rate only, and that it 
would be susceptible of reduction or abolition, 


as occasion might permit. It is reported that 
both Russia and America have protested against 
the proposed increase of the duty. 

The Chamber of Deputies to-day, by a vote of 
872 against 135, carried an amendment which 
places the members cf the Senate upon the same 
footing as members of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties regarding incompatibility between mem- 
bership of Parliament and the holding of 
other public functions. The Deputies also, 
by a vote of 260 against 246, adopted an 
amendment providing for the election of Sena- 
tors by universal suffrage and scrutin ce liste. M. 
Renault-Morlier, Secretarv of the Chamber and 
Reporter of the Committee, tendered his resig- 
nation as Reporter, the Ministers having op- 
posed both amendments. The debate was then 
adjourned till Thursday. <A_ special Cabinet 
Council has been calied to be held at the Palace 
of the Elysée to-morrow to take into considera- 
tion the above defeats of the Goverument by 
the Deputies. 

The recent election of M. Garnier. a Bonapart- 
ist, to the Chamber of Deputies, forms a theme 
for the press asa reaction against the republic. 
The Gaulois, Figaro, and other monarchist or- 
gans, in their comments, run upon the Tonquin 
question, the budget deficits, and attacks upon 
liberty of conscience, thus impressing the public 
mind that these are the leading dangers of the 
republic. 

PROGRESS OF THE PANAMA CANAL. 

Paris, Dec. 2.—The official bulletin of 
the Panama Canal Company gives a résumé of 
the statements of Commander Gorringe, former- 
ly of the United States Navy, which were pub- 
lished some time ago in America, giving the 
result of his inspection of the work done 


on the canal up to July of this year, 
and showing that at that time only one- 
seventeenth part of the actual cutting of 
the canal had been finished, while the 
expenses so far incurred amounted to one-sixth 
of the estimated total outlay. Commander Gor- 
ringe concluded that the canal would cost event- 
ually $120,000,000 and would be completed at the 
latest by January 1, 1890. The American con- 
tractor, Nathaniel McKay, reports that 20,000 na- 
tives of the Caribbee Islands are employed in 
piercing the isthmus, They earn $1 50 
to $2 daily. They are now mostly occu- 
pas in cutting immense trenches through the 

ills, which will be carried down to a level with 
the ocean. When this work is finished and the 
River Chagres has been turnea from its source 
the most arduous part of the undertaking will 
be over. Then excavating and dredging ma- 
chinery will be set at work along the whole 
course of the future canal. Mr. McKay refrains 
from expressing any opinion as to when the 
work will be completed. 

There were large sales upon the Bourse to-day 
of the Panama Canal shares. This was a result 
of President Arthur’s statement to the American 
Congress relative to the Nicaragua treaty.

MINISTER LOWELL’S PLACE. 

Lonpon, Dec. 2.—It is reported here that 
the Hon. Abram S. Hewitt, of New-York, will 
probably be the successor of Minister Lowell, 
The Pall Mall Gazette says that Mr. Hew- 
itt’s eminent position as a philanthropist 
and his free trade views fit him for 
the position, but whoever comes to England will 
find Mr. Lowell a very difficult man to succeed, 
Mr. Lowell denies the report telegraphed from 
Vienna on Nov. 27, that he intended sending his 
resignation to President Cleveland, and main- 
tains a close reserve upon the question of his re- 
tirement from the embassy.

Paris, Dec. 2.—The Parisian papers say 
that Miss Mackay is engaged to marry Don Fer- 
nando Colonna, Prince of Galatro. 

Manpkrip, Dec. 2.—All the students at the 
University refuse to join the classes arranged by 
the Professors. The situation, however, is now 
pacific, though the students passively resist au- 
thority. 

DvuBLin, Dec. 2.—Bernard Campbell, who 
formerly resided in America. was arrested at 





Dungannon to-day ona charge of treason-fel- 
ony. Aschoolmaster named Mallon swore that 
Campbell tendered him the oath and solicited 
him to join the brotherhood of Fenians. 


Carro, Dec. 2.—In the case brought by 
the Caisse de la Dette Publique against the Gov- 
ernment, to prevent the latter from diverting 
certain taxes from the sinking fund to the gen- 
eral Treasury, the court to-day decided against 
the Government. It holds that the Ministers 
and Railway Directors are responsible for the 
sums paid to the Government which ought by 
law to have gone to the sinking fund. 


GIBRALTAR, Dec. 2.—There has been @ 
fresh collision between Spanish and British 
authority. A Spanish cruiser captured a vessel 
in British waters which was supposed to be a 
smuggler. The British thereupon sent an armed 
launch in pursuit. The vessel was recaptured, 
and along with its captor was towed into the 
harbor. What the result will be is not yet clear, 


Lonpon, Dec. 2.—In the House of Lords 
to-day the Earl of Northbrook, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, and in the House of Commons Sir 
Thomas Brassey, Secretary to the Admiralty, 
made statements regarding the Lritish Navy. 
They showed that it was largely superior to the 
¥rench Navy, both in number of vessels and in 
amount of tonnage. During the past four years 
the Government had largely increased its ex- 
penditures in order to maintain England’s naval 
supremacy. The Government intended now to 
build five new ironclads, five belted cruisers, two 
armed torpedo rams, ten scouts, and thirty tor- 
pedo boats. All these would be finished within 
four years. They stated that the credit required 
for naval expenditures, together with the esti- 
mates for the army, was £5,525,000. 





ABE BUZZARD AT HOME. 


-_—. -—-}--——--- 
HE IS VISITED BY AND TALKS TO A RE- 
PORTER IN HIS MOUNTAIN RETREAT. 

READING, Penn., Dec. 2.—The sensation 
of to-day here has been the story of the visit of 
a local newspaper reporter to the mountain lair 
of Abe Buzzard, the notorious Welsh mountain 
outlaw. The arrangement to see him was made 
through Mart Buzzard, his brother. Abe is 
safely ensconced far up in the hills in a hut 
which is covered with a thick undergrowth. 
He has grown a beard, carrics a Winchester 
rifle,is 45 years old, and hurls defiance at the 
authorities, who are entirely too lax, one solitary 
constable being the only one engaged in terret- 
ing out the bandit. He was anxious to seea 
visitor from the outside world, and talked to the 
courageous reporter in this fashion. 

“| have seen my name connected with burg- 
laries occurring on the same nightin places 20 
miles apart, and which put me in four different 
spots at the same time. Everything done that is 
crooked is charged to ‘ Abe Buzzard and his 
gang.’ This is all wrong. I have been out of 
Lancaster County but once since I got out of 
jail. I was then up in Reading to see a friend. 
Since then I have been in the mountains here 
trying to leadan honest life. I worked at oda 
jobs, and bought this rifle of a broker in Read- 
ing last Summer. I paid him $27forit. It’s a 
repeater.”” Here Abe exhibited the weapon, 
which had been standing in the corner. 
“With this gun,” he continued, “I am 
going to protect myseif. I give every one no- 
tice to let me alone. Ihave done nothing. Lam 
tired of being in jail, an innocent man, and I 
won't go back,as sure as there is a God, and I 
believe ina God. No matter how much [ have 
been wronged, some day I wil! get square. Who- 
ever takes me must doit when lam asleep. No 
man willever get me alive. That’s as sure as 
there isa God. Ihaveno hard feelings against 
any one, but I want them to let me alone—me 
and my family. 

** When Shitfer’s store was robbed I heard the 
constables and companies of horsemen were 
coming forme. Now, I didn’t want to kill or to 
be killed,so I just got out of their way and 
went down totheswamp. The tale that I was 
fired at or that Ishot back isnot true. Joe was 
going over to his mother’s quietly and peace- 
ably when Bowman took him in on suspi- 
cion. There was no shooting. Now, that 
boy Joe would be a_ good man if 
they would just let him alone. J am 
sorry for Shiffer, but none of us robbed him. [ 
don’t blame him for blaming us; that’s natural. 
Iwas homeall Friday, Saturday, and Sunday 
night. They won’t comeup here at night. In 
the daytime 1 get out, because I don’t want to 
meet them. If I do, and they grab for me, there 
will be a bloody time. I will act in self- 
defense. But IL am not afraid; they won’t 
disturb me. Why, I’m losing money 
every day. I could oarn at _ least a 
dollar a day if they’d let me alone. I- want to 
work. Here’s Christmas coming, and ('d hke to 
buy a few presents for the old woman, the 
children, and mother. Besides I owe Mart a few 
dollars, and he reeds it. l’ve been living on 
turnips and cabbage along time, without any 
fresh meat. Many a day I’ve gone hungry and 
cold. That wouldn’t be the case it i was tbe 
burglar they say Iam.” 

The party of a hundred men who were out in 
the Hills this afternoon looking tor Buzzard 
returned this evening without a prisoner. 


A MILLIONAIRE SENT TO JAIL, 








MR. BUNTIN, OF MONTREAL, TO INHABIT A 
CELL FOR TEN DAYS. 

MonTREAL, Dec. 2.—Sentence was given 
to-day in the case of the liquidators of the Ex- 
change Bank, which failed some time ago, 
against Mr. Alexander Buntin. The charge 
agaiust Mr. Buntin was that in conjunction with 
Thomas Craig, then President and manager of 
the bank, Buntin being a Director ot the 
same, he secured an undue preference over 
the other creditors by withdrawing the sum of 
$8,000, part of his deposit, after the bank had 
suspended payment and was in a state of in- 
solvency, such action being illegal. The case 
came before the Court of Queen’s Bench, the 
counsel on both sides comprising half a dozen 
of the most prominent lawyers in the citv, and at 
to tue conclusion of the trial,a few days ago, 
the jury brought in a verdict of guilty. This 
morning counse! for the prosecution moved for 


sentence. Mr. Buntin, on appearing in court, 
Was accompanied by several triends, and the 


court room was crowded, the proceedings 
having excited very great interest, not 
only on account of their legal bearing, 


but from the fact that Buntin is a millionaire 
and one of the wealthiest men in the Dominion. 
Judge Monk, in passing sentence, said he did not 
wish to disguise the regret he felt at the duty 


imposed on him. The_ facts of the case, 
he said, were undeniable, the statute was 
precise and clear, and the verdict was 


sustained in Jaw. For the offense the statute 
prescribed imprisonment in jail for any period 
not exceeding two years. No fine was aliowable. 
Otherwise he might have imposed one. But the 
court was disposed, in view of the fact that res- 
titution of the money with interest had been 
made, to be lenient, and would conseguentiy 
limit the term of imprisonment as much as 
possible. The sentence would therefore be im- 
prisoument in the common jail of this district 
for the period of 10days. Mr. Buntin was then 
removed to the jail, where, as he will be allowed 
to furnish his own bed, bedding, and food, the 
millionaire convict will not be so badly off. 
Before being taken to jail Mr. Buntin was 
condoled with by the Hon, A. W. Ogilvie, Henry 
Bulmer, and E. K. Greene, ali ex-Directors of 
the defunct bank, and the Rev. R. Campbell, a 
Presbyterian divine. In conversation he said he 
felt he had done nothing to be ashamed of, but 
he would bow to the law, which last remark was 
certainly making a virtue of necessity. 








A REVOLUTION IN ECUADOR. 

PANAMA, Noy. 24.—Another revolution 
is in progress in Ecuador. Gen. Alfaro left here 
on the 16th inst., with about 200 Ecuadorian 
exiles in the steamship Alajuela, which he had 
purchased the day previous. They at once 
steamed to Esmeraldas, where Gen. Alfaro 
was most enthusiastically received. He has 
an abundant supply of munitions, and 
his cannon and Gatling guns are of the 
latest pattern. He is beloved throughout the 
republic, and itis probable that he will succeed 
in obtaining the Presidency at the cost of very 
little bloodshed. Gen. Alfarois the leader of 
the Liberal Party, and undoubtedly if he prove 
unsuccessful tke churcb andthe State wili at 
once be separated and religious toleration es- 
tablished for the first time in the history of the 
republic. The financial crisis in Quito, Riolam- 
ba, and other places continues, and the notes of 
the banks of the capital are terribly depreciated, 
because no specie can be obtained in exchange 
for them. 

The steamer just arrived from the south brings 
news of a violation of neutrality committed by 
an Ecuadorian man-of-war in Colombian waters. 
The Alajuela, the revolutionary Ecuadorian 


vessel owned by Gen. Alfaro, was quietly 
at anchor in Tumaco when the Santa 
Lucia hove in sight. Directly she got 


within range she fired on the Alajuela, which 
had not anticipated that sbe would be attached 
in neutral waters, but which nevertheless re- 
turned the fire. The attacking vessel received a 
shotin the stern, which, it is believed, damaged 
her rudder, as she at once put to sea, steering 
badly. The Alajuela was not hit, but as she had 
no steam she could not follow her opponent.

. A PIANO FACTORY IN FLAMES, : 


——_—_~——_—— 
PARTIAL DESTRUCTION OF J. & C. 
ER’S MANUFACT ORY. 

Watchman Smith, employed nightly at 
the piano factory of J. & C. Fischer, Nos. 417-431 
West Twenty-eighth-street, made his rounds at 
9 o’clock last evening. The trip takes 40 min- 
utes. He had scarcely reached the front of the 
building when a blazeshot up intherear. He 
at once ran to one of the fire boxes with 
which the building was liberally supplied 
and gave an alarm. Five minutes later 
@ second alarm was sounded. Firemen 
arriving saw the serious nature of the 
tire. and the third and fourth alarms were 
sounded simultaneously. Later special calls 
were sent out. Meanwhile Watchman Smith 
was quick to act. He ran to the house of 
Engineer McLaughlin, near by,  shout- 
ing, ‘The factory’s on fire.” Without 
stopping to dress, Mr. McLaughlin’ ran 
tothe engine room of the factory, and turned 
ail the steam into the drying room, provision 
having been made for such anemergency. But 
tor his quick work the flames would have been 
beyond control before the firemen could have 
got to work. 

The factory has a frontage of 300 feet on Twen- 
ty-eighth-street. What is known as the old 
building was erected about 15 yearsago. It was 
six stories in height, taking one-balf of this 
frontage, with an additional story in the rear. 
It was on the first tloor of this  build- 
ing that the fire was discovered. The new build- 
ing adjoining, and connected, has a frontage of 
150 feet. It is eight stories in height. Both 
were built of brick. In the old building were 
the cabinet and finishing shops. n the 
new one the salesroom, finishing and varnishing 
shops, and other departments. Mr. Fischer af- 
firmed last night that there was no varnish 
or other explosives in the old _ building. 
But scarcely were the flames discovered 
when an_ explosion occurred. Another 
followed in about 10 minutes, and 
at 10:55 one occurred that shook the houses for 
blocks around. The flames quickly burred 
through the ceiling and were in the second

floor. The inflammable material with which 
the building was stocked added to their 
fury, and almost before the _ firemen 
were at work the roof was’ smoking. 


For an hour there was nothing but smoke. Then 
a little tongue of fire swept out of a third-story 
window. The five streams playing against the 
building on Twenty-eighth-street were directed 
toward it. The effort was useless, and 10 min- 
utes later flames burst from every window, the 
sky was lighted up, and it was seen that the old 
building was doomed. Steadily the firemen held 
their position in the street until the order came 
to fall back, the front wall showing signs 
of falling. Then they took their position on 
the stoops of the houses opposite, and so well 
was their work done that not a window was 
broken by the heat, though the inside of the 
burning building was like a furnace. 

The smoke had crept into the eight-story new 

building, andthe members of Engine Company 
No. 1 were sent up the stairs. Three roof tanks, 
one holding 1,400 gallons of water and the others 
1.200 gallons each, were let loose, and the water 
fiooded every floor. The smoke on the third and 
fifth floors was blinding, and firemen, after 
smashing the windows, were forced to climb out 
onthe coping to geta breath of air. The iron 
doors on the sixth floor could not be torced. 
Firemen, with hooks, got out of the fifth-story 
windows, reached up, and opened every window 
on the floor. Then two of them went hand over 
hand up their hooks, and turned the hose cocks. 
In the rear equally good work was done. The 
wind was blowing from the west, and the two- 
story brick residence adjoining the factory on 
‘the west escaped damage, even the root 
not being wet through. Great clouds of smoke 
poured out of the top stories of the big build- 
ings, being blown downward and eastward until 
Ninth-avenue was lost to sight. Residents all 
along the block to that thoroughfare removed 
their goods to houses opposite, to their loss. 

Mr. J. Fischer said that in the old building, 
which was entirely destroyed, with all its con- 
tents, there were no finished instruments, The 
loss on that would probably reach $100,000. If 
the new building were destroyed the loss 
would not fall short of $500,000. The sum of 
$200,000 would*probably cover the loss. The in- 
surance would not reach that amount. About 
200 finished instruments were in the new build- 
ing. The factory employed between 300 and 
hands. At midnight the fire was not yet under 
control, and the new building was still threat-

ANNEXATION TO THE UNITED STATES AND 
OTHER MATTERS DISCUSSED. 

Str. Joun, N. B., Dee. 2.—When the 
Board of Trade adjourned yesterday it was dis- 
cussing a resolution offered by Mr. Fair- 
weather “that the board is opposed to 
the idea of a dismemberment of the Domin- 
ion by annexation to any other country what- 
ever; and an amendment offered by Henry J. 
Thorne “that no expression of opinion having 


been made by the board on the question of an- 
nexation, it is not expedient to call for a vote of 
the board on the subject.’? The members gath- 
ered in force again this afternoon, when Alex- 
ander C. Jardine moved the following amend- 
ment to the amendment: 


Resolved, That this board protests against the reports 
that have gone abroad that it has expressed views in 
favor of annexation to the United States, no such ques- 
tion having been considered by it. 

Resolved, That this board continues to press upon the 
Governmentthe importance of every effort being made 
to promote reciprocal trade relations with the British, 
Spanish, and French West Indies and the United States. 


Mr. Hathaway seconded the motion and agen- 
eral discussion ensued. The question having 
been put, Mr. Jardine’s amendment was lost by 
a vote of two to one. Mr, Thorne’s amendment 
was then carried. 

Ex-Mayor Jones moved the following resolu- 
tion, which he believed echoed the sentiments of 
the entire country: 


IWWherea , The present trade between the Spanish 
West Indies and the maritime provinces is of the value 
of over $7,000,000 per annum, all or nearly all of which 
will be lost to us if the proposed treaty between 
Spain and the United States shall be adopted 
by the latter; and further, that the present position 
of ourtrade relations with the British West Indies, 
who are now approaching the Government of the 
United states, seeking closer and more liberal trade 
between the same, isa matter of vital importance to 
the maritime provinces; ana 

Whereas, The abolition of the fisheries treaty be- 
tween this country and the United states will probably 
shortly be brought about, and if abolished our trade 
with the United states—beneficial alike to them and 
to us—wil! be greatly injured, both of which trade 
quest ons are of vast importance to the maritime 
provinces; and 

Whereas, During the period of our connection with 
Canada the legislation of Parliament has practically 
fuvored the West; und 

Whereas, The time bas arrived when, irrespective of 
party, it has become the duty of the people of these 
provinces to act together in the maintenance of their 
rights, with a view tothat just legislation and execu- 
tive action that alone can make the union of the coun- 
try perpetual, andthe whole prosperous; therefore be it 

Resolved. Chat the Boards of Trade of the maritime 
Provinces and the local Legislatures, and the Govern- 
ments of Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island, and New- 
Brunswick be requested to take such steps as to 
them may seem right for pressing upon Parliament 
and the Government at Ottawa the need there 
is that foreign and intercolonial trade with these 
Provinces should not be allowed to be injured by such 
adverse uction as can be avoided, and that such steps 
snould be taken by the imaritime Provinces as 
may enable them to exercise more _ influence 
at Ottawa upon the course of legislation 
and executive uction than hitherto they have been 
able todo, and that so far as the board has power to 
express its opinion, it declares, irrespective of political 
purties,that since the union of these Provinces the just 
expectations of the maritime Provinces have not been 
realized, and dissatisfaction with the union has be- 
come the general sentiment among the people, who 
desire a remedy under, rather than against, the Ponsti- 
tution, and whose loyalty to the Crown and respect for 
the laws of their country are the only reasons why a 
stronger and more unmistakable action has not been 
taken in the matter. 

George Stewart seconded the motion, which 
was carried by a large majority. 

The proceedings of the board have been 
watched by the public with great interest,

A.DANGEROUS FIRE IN THE DEM: 
OREST STUDIO BUILDING. 

NO ONE SERIOUSLY INJURED, BUT SEV- 
ERAL NARROW ESCAPES—ONE WOMAN 
WITH PLUCK—CRYING OVER HIS PETS. 

The Demorest Studio Building, at Nos. 
4and 6 West Fourteenth-street, took fire early 
last evening, and the crowd that packed the 
street in a minute witnessed some narrow es- 
capes. The building is four stories high, and 
the stores are occupied by Lewis & Co., dealers in 
velveteens, and the Goodwin Gas, Stove, and 
Meter Company. Onthe next floor are various 
offices, and above that are the reception rooms 
of the Ladies’ Art Association, of which Mrs. F. 
A. Marsily is President, and severai studios and 
offices. In the centre of No. 6, beginning at the 
second floor, was an dir and light shaft, ters 
minating in a peaked skylight at the roof. 

The fire started from a defective fiue in the 
office of Naumann & Fleischman, manufacturers 
of wood mosaics, in the rear of the second floor 
of No.6. It had smoldered for some time, so 
that several persons in the building detected an 
odor of smoke before it was discovered. When 
the flames burst out they spread rapidly to the 
office of Smith, Bridge & Co., electricians, be- 
tween Naumann & Fleischman’s office, and that 
of the McDowell Garment Grafting Machine 
Company, which is in the front of the building, 
and shot up the air shaft. The skylight was 
closed, and the smoke, finding no vent, began to 
fill the entire house. The persons on the first 
and second floors escaped easily to the street by 
the stairs, but those above were in a 
measure cut off from escape. Mr. J. F. Day, an 
art student in room No. 26, and Mr. C. A. Wells, 
a dentist on the third floor, escaped by the stairs 
the moment the alarm was given. Ali the other 
people on the floors, nowever, were in great dan- 
ger. They were Miss Donlevy, Recording Secre- 
tary of the Art Association, who was in its par- 


lors on the third floor, and Miss Mary Ward, ot 
Texas, who was in her studio apartment. Mrs. 
Etta McLane, of Manchester, N. H., the wite of 
the artist or that name, was asleep in her room 
on the fourth floor, and C. M. Jenckes, the artist, 
was in his cozy studio inthe rear. Mrs. Peters 
son, the housekeeper of the Art Association, was 
in a corridor of the third fioor. 

Miss Donlevy and Miss Ward took alarm at the 
same time. Theformer ran to the front window 
and shrieked for help, and Miss Ward ran to the 
fourth floor and returned again to her room. 
Then, despite the flames that came in from the air 
shaft, she tried to save her property, which filled 
over a dozen trunks. Mrs. Peterson got down 
the stairs to the street, where, after she had 
taken refuge ina candy store, she fainted. Mr. 
Jenckes groped his way up stairs and then to 
the roof, and tried to force the scuttle. Then he 
returned to his studio, opened a window, and 
hung out half suifocated. Mrs. McLane, @ 
bright blonde little lady of vivacious tempera- 
ment, opened her window, got out, sat on the 
sill, and smiled at persons in the crowd who said 
“Don’t jump.” 

Meanwhile the firemen were raising extension 
ladders to Mrs. McLane and to Miss Donlevy. 
Assistant Foreman Michael McAvoy ran up one 
ladder and took Mrs. McLane off the window 
sillasif she had heen a baby. She was not 
frightened inthe least,and chatted pleasantly 
to him while he was carrying ner down the 
ladder amid the cheers from 3,0@ throats. Be- 
fore he had reached the ground Assistant rore- 
man Patrick Henry Q’8eilly, of Hookand Lad- 
der Company No.5, impatient at the delay of 
his company, ran up the ladder. As he did so 
Miss Donlevy waved her handkerchief at him and 
fell fainting at the window. Heswung from the 
ladder, dropped to another window sill on a level 
boo that at which Miss Donlevy was, andcrawled 

o her. 

Another ladder, however, had been raised, 
and Private John E. Nickerson was up it and in 
the rooms of the association betore his superior 
officer. They raised Miss Donlevy over the sill 
and carried her down the ladder. She was 
taken to the candy store where Mrs. Peterson 
had taken refuge, where she revived in a few 
minutes. Miss Ward was found half sutfocated 
onthe landing near her room, and was carried 
out, as was Miss Donlevy, in spite of her 
entreaty to be left to perish unless her 
art treasures couid be saved. She was carried 
to the candy store, and, as her hands were 
burned, Dr. M. G. Dadirrian, of No. 334 East Sey- 
enteenth-street, who wus passing, volunteered 
his services. Poor Mr. Jenckes, who is an aged 
and tender-hearted gentleman, would not leave 
his room when the firemen entered it, but sobbed 
over his suffocated pets--a robin, a cardinal, a 
nn grosbeak, and an English gold- 
tinch. 

The fire was confined to the offices of Nau- 
mann & Fleishmann and! Smith, Bridge & Co., 
which were entirely gutted, Miss Ward’s studio 
and the air shaft. The smoke was so dense that 
the firemen hod to reach the root by other build- 
ings. Whentheskylight was demolished, how- 
ever, the "wiluing was sveedily cleared of the 
smoke. Not much damage was done by smoke 
in No. 4, but in the other buiiving, what was not 
damaged by fire was begrimed by smoke or de- 
stroyed by water, except in the offices of the Mc- 
Dowell Garment Gratting Machine Company, 
Mr. Day’sstudio, Mr. C. A. Wells’s office, and Mr. 
McLane’s studio. Naumann & Fleischmann lose 
ahout $2,500; Smith, Bridge & Co., $3,009; Lewis 
& Co,, $3,500 by water; Miss Ward, $700; Mr. 
Jenckes, $300; the other occupants, $1,000, and 
the building is damaged $1,500. The Ladies Art 
Association’s loss is nominal. Some works of 
art were damaged by being upset or run over by 
the firemen. 

At 8 o’clock Miss Donlevy, Miss Ward, Mrs. 
McLane, and Mrs. Peterson were able to return 
to their apartments and prepare to make them- 
selves comfortable for the night. In going to 
the fire Engine No. 18 lost a wheel at Fourteenth- 
street and Sixth-avenue, and two members of the 
company were thrown to the street, Dut were 
not injured. During the fire Frank Serronie, a 
painter, fell from a seaffoid at No. 30 West Four- 
teenth-street and fractured his skull. Au am- 
bulance was summoned, and its arrival caused a 
rumor to spread that there had been loss of life 
at the fire.

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ELLA WATSON’S MURDERER 


HOWARD SULLIVAN HANGED AT 
SALEM. 

4EETING HIS DEATH CALMLY—HIS PART- 

ING FROM HIS FAMILY—LAST WORDS 


FROM THE SCAFFOLD. 
SALEM, N. J., Dec. 2.—The hanging of 


Aloward Sullivan, the negro, which took place 
at the county jail this morning, was the ciosing 
act of a tragedy that has never been equaled in 
Salem and rarely in any other county in the 
State of New-Jersey. Ella Watson, on the night 
of Aug. 18, while proceeding to her home overa 
lonely road near Yorktown, a thrifty little vil- 
lage, nine miles north of this place, was waylaid, 
robbed, ravished, and murdered, and her body 
concealed in some bushes near by, where it 
was discovered a few days later. For atime the 
murder was enveloped in mystery, but the vigi- 
lance of twoorthree detectives, among them a 
colored man, who exhibited remarkable skill in 
working up the case, soon unraveied it, and Sul- 
livan was charged with the murder He had not 
been long in jail before a confession was wormed 
from him, and when placed on trial before a 
Supreme Court and three lay Judges, in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, he pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to be hanged. Sullivan stood 
the prison life bravely, and not once did he dis- 
play the slightest emotion. 

Sullivan did not go to bed until after mid- 
night last night. A great part of the time he 
spent in singing and praying, and when not en- 
gaged in this he was conversing with his death- 
watchers, Confined in a cell on the third floor, the 
one he formerly occupied, and from which he 


attempted to escape. is a colored woman named 
Sallie Fisher, convicted of the larceny of a 
watch chain, and sentenced to imprisonment in 
the county jail for 90 days. Nearly all last night 
she prayed and wept aloud for Sullivan. Her 
voice could be heard foralong distance from 
the jail, and her cries were piteous in the ex- 
treme. Sullivan’s mother called to see him and 
remained with him for some time. The scene 
between them was ar alfecting one. 

The morning opened clear and pleasant, ana 
Sullivan arose at exactly 7:05 A. M., when he 
was awakened by the arden. He left his 
breakfast untouched, saying he would eat “ aft- 
era while.”’ When asked if he wished to make 
any statement for the public, he said: ** There 
is nothing more that I careto say about the 
case. I have got no complaint at ail to make 
about my trial or my treatment. I have had all 
I want to eat and Sheriff Kelty and ex-Sheriff 
Coles have been very kind to me. I hope to go 
to a better world, and | believe my sins will be 
forgiven.” 

Sullivan added that he had slept quite as well 
as usual during the night. After making this 
statement he ate the breakfast that had been 
preparedfor him. His manner was calm, and 
when talking to his companions he was almost 
cheerful. AtQo’clock the gallows was tested 
and found to bein good working order. A few 
minutes later the condemned man’s father and 
mother called to see him, and while they were 
with him in the cell all others, except his 
spiritual adviser, were excluded. The father isa 
bright, honest looking man, 65 years of age, 
though his appearance does not indicate it. 

The meeting between Sullivan and his father 
and mother, together with the Rey. Richard 
Miles, Pastor of the Mount Pisgah Methodist 
Episcopal (colored) Church, of this city, one of 
his spiritual acvisers, was a quiet one. They all 
sat around a stove in an outer room and chatted 
pleasantly for a few minutes. Sullivan said to 
his parents: “If you cry I will want to cry, but 
if youcontrol yourselves I will.” This wasall he 
said regarding his feelings. While his family 
were still with him the Rev. William S. Zane, 
Pastor of the Walnut-Street Church, and the 
Rev. W. V. Louderbough, Pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, called on him and uttered 
afew consoling words. They have been regular 
visitors for some time, but took no part in the 
execution. The Rev. Wilson Peterson, Pastor 
of the Atrican Church of Bushtown, also called 
while Sullivan’s parents were with him, and he- 
fore taking their final leave al! joined in singing 
“Take the Name of Jesus with you.” 

Finally, the prisoner’s sisters entered the jail, 
and his parting with them was distressing. His 
sister Emeline fell in a fainting fit and had to be 
carried out. This sight proved too much for his 
mother’s nerves, and, weeping and wailing, she 
was Ied into another room. When Emeline was 
taken to the street,on her way to the railroad 
station, she again fell in a fainting fit, and was 
actually dragged to the train. Mrs. Sullivan 
kept up long enough to reach the house of a 
friend, where she remained until her departure 
tor Yorktown at noon. 

After Sullivan’s cell was cleared of all except 
his spiritual adviser a final! prayer in the jail was 
offered by the Rev. Mr. Peterson, after which, 
at 10:20 A. M,, Sheriff Kelty, in the presence of 
Prosecutor Slape, read the death warrant. Sul- 
hvan was the coolest maninthe party. At 11:18 
the jury appointed by the court filed down 
stairstothe basement and thence to the yard. 
Sullivan, preceded by the two spiritual advisers, 
and accompanied by his friend, ex-Sheriff Coles, 
followed immediately after. He was dressed in 
a neat-fitting black diagonal suit, and wore 
black cloth gloves. At the scaffold the Rey. 
Mr. Miles offered a prayer. Then the prisoner's 
ankles were pinioned and his hands were fast- 
ened behind him with handcuffs. 

Ex-Sheriff Coles asked him if he desired to say 
anything, and he replied: “I hope the Lord will 
bless you all, and I hope to meet you all in heav- 


én. Good-bye. When ! fall from here I will 
fali into thearms of Jesus. Itis a warning for 
all. Itisvery sad for my mother, my father, for 


Mr. Kelty, and for every one, but it is not sad 
forme. Itisa marriage ceremony with me, and 
1 want to be there in timg for the feast with all 
those good men that have gone before me. I 
want all you gentlemen who have sons to take 
heed and learn them. Good-bye all.” 

As the black cap was being adjusted Sullivan 
bade his friend Coles good-bye. There was just 
the slightest tremor in bis voice as he spoke. At 
exactly 11:29 the drop fell. There wasa twitch- 
ing of the body for 1 minute, and then it hung 
without motion. In three minutes Sullivan 
Was pronounced dead; his neck had been 
broken. The body was allowed to hang for half 
an hour, wher it was cut down and placed in the 
coflin. It was buried at Bushtown in the after- 
noon. 

The street in front of the jail was packed with 
people during the hanging, the number being 
variously estimated at between 2,000 and 3,000. 





DEATH AFTER DRINKING COLOGNE

& NEW-YORK WOMAN DIES FROM DELIRIUM 
TREMENS IN A STRANGER’S HOUSE. 
NEw-HAVEN, Dec. 2.—Dr. Jewett, of 
Birmingham, was called early on Monday morn- 
ing by Dr. Joslyn, a dentist, to look after a wom- 
an at his house who was lying insensible in a deep 
stupor. She was suffering from a bad case of 
delirium tremens, and he gave heranervine. This 
quieted her, and she was recovering, but in the 
evening she raved again and searched after 
something to drink. No liquor of any sort was 
within her reach, and the only alcohol there was 
wasina pint bottle of cologne on the bureau. 
She drank this at a guip, went into a stupor, 
and died without a moment of consciousness. 
When the afternoon train on the Naugatuck 
Road stopped at the Derby station on Thanks- 
giving Day a woman, apparently about 45 years 
old, got out and sat down on the steps south 
of the station. She was well dressed in a seal- 
skin trimmed sacque and a dress of dark, 
well-woven cloth. After the train had passed 
she continued to sit on the steps, and 
putting a little valise she had under her head she 
fell asleep. Forseveral hoursshe slept on the 
ateps in the open air unmolested. It was after 
dark before any one spoke to her. ‘Then Repre- 
sentative Jackson, with some friends, saw her, 
and after looking at her a while decided to attend 
to her. While they were consulting Dentist Jos- 
lyn chanced to passand velunteered to take her 
to hishome. With the help of the crowd she was 
taken to his house and left there. No more in- 
terest was taken in her until it was rumored on 
Tuesday that she might die. This morning she 
was found dead. A search among her effects 
showed that she had some property. One bank 
book on the People’s Bank, New-York, had 
$965 undrawn to her credit. Other bank 
books showed that she had her money scat- 
tered around. The Geposits were made in 
the name of Lydia E. Rushby. Ona siiver plate 
on the valise was the name Thomas Elms. Dr. 
Jewett found that she had visited at the 
house of Mrs. Elms, on Seymour-avenue. When 
Mrs. Elms heard of Miss Rushby’s death she com- 
missioned an undertaker to get a coffin 
and look after her suitable burial. He 
took charge of the Body till to-night. 
Her friends were telegraphed for, and her 
-brother, who has a position in the Mott Iron 
Works, New-York, came in the afternoon and 
took the corpse to Mott Haven on the 7:30 train. 
Dr. Joslyn has demanded an examination asa 
defense against the rumors circulated against 
him. The Medicai Examiner will probably make 
yome sort of an examination to-morrow. 


TWENTY CENTS A DAY NOT ENOUGH. 

Sarah Martelsky, a pretty Jewess of 2 
Summers, was a complainant against Isaac Mar- 
telsky, her husband, whom she charges with 
abandonment, in the Tombs yesterday. She 

Tsaac traveled about the country in the ca- 

neat of a peddler, and left her and her babe, a 
month old, to take care of themselves. While he 
lived with her, she claims, he allowed only 20 
cents a day for household expenses, and it was 
impossible to procure the necessaries of life on 
this pittance. She began a suit for divorce, but 
the proceedings were 2bandoned on tbe prom- 
Ise of Isaac to provide better for her. 
Then he left her, and he has failed to contribute 
to her support since. The husband claims that 
his father-in-law knows that he has $6,500 in 
bank, and ia anxious to go in business with him. 
Martelsky, against the entreaties of his wife, re- 
fused to do this, and he says this is the cause of 
his domestic trouble. When the case came up 
fore Justice Duffy he put Martelsky under

THE VIRGINIA COUPON CASES. 


—_——>~---= 
AN IMPORTANT CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION 
BEFORE THE SUPREME COURT. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.--Two cases involv- 
ing the Virginia State debt were argued in the 
United States Supreme Court yesterday. The 
first was submitted on printed briefs and in- 


volved the question of the jurisdiction of the 
Unitea States Circuit Court to grant injunctions 
against distraint for taxes, after the tender ot 
coupons. The second was argued orally by Wil- 
liam L. Royall, of Richmond, and ex-Gov. D. H. 
Chamberlain, of New-York. The latter case-evi- 


dently excites unusual interest in the court, and 


a large array of lawyers and other spectators 
listened to the arguments of ex-Gov. Chamber- 
lain and his associate. 

Last Spring the Legislature 6f Virginia passed 
a law which provided that no lawyer should 
bring a suit under this act on coupons of the 
State, unless he paid the State, in addition to his 
generai license tax, a special license tax of $250 
tor the privilege of bringing such suits. This 
was the same thing as to assert the power to 
forbid a lawyer to bring these suits, since, if 
the State could impose a special license tax 
of $250 it could impose one of $1,000,000. 
William LL. Royall, who is the attorney 
employed by the creditors of Virginia to assert 
their claims against the State, conceiving this 
act to be an unwarrantable impairment of the 
contract of the State that it would receive the 
coupons in payment of taxes, brought a suit up- 
on coupons without having paid the special 
license tax, although he had paid his general 
license tax asalawyer. The Grand Jury of the 
city of Kichmond indicted him for doing this 
and he was arrested. Atthe beginning of the 
presené term of the Supreme Court of the United 
States Mr. Royall applied to it fora writ of habeas 
corpus to discharge him from the prosecutions, 
upon the ground that the law under which he 
was being prosecuted was contrary to the Con- 
stitution of the United States. After consider- 
ing the case, the court granted him leave to tile 
his petition, but prior tothe issuing of a rule, 
ordered the question whether it had jurisdiction 
to take a prisoner out of the vingg wing 4 of a State 
court before trial and conviction, by habeas cor- 
pus, even though he be held under an un- 
constitutional law, to be argued. The ques- 
tion was to-day argued by the  peti- 
tioner himself and by ex-Gov. Chamberlain 
for the petitioner, no counsel appearing for the 
State. The gist of the argument was that the 
act of Congress regulating the writ of babeas 
corpus provides that any court of the United 
States may discharge a prisoner from any cus- 
tody if he be held in violation of the Constitu- 
tion. Counsel as Peg that there was no question 
in the case if thelaw under which Mr. Royall 
was being prosecuted was unconstitutional, pro- 
vided;Congress had power under the Constitution 
to clothe the court with the jurisdiction. The 
discussion, therefore,narrowed itself down to one 
of the power of Congress over the subject. Coun- 
sel held that the Constitution provides that the 
judicial power shall extend to all cases at law or 
in equity arising under the Constitution, and 
that the appellate jurisdiction shall embrace all 
these cases. The court has settled it in several 
cases that the reviewing by it of the proceedings 
of an inferior court by habeas corpus is an exer- 
cise of appellate power, and not of official power, 
as the purpose of the writ is to revise what has 
been done in a lower court, and that this may be 
done before judgment as wellasafter, There- 
fore, if the vase under consideration baone aris- 
ing under the Constitution, there can be no 
question of the power of Congress to give this 
court power to discharge the petitioner. 
The case, therefore, amounts to this: When 
can a case be said to arise under the Constitu- 
tion ? Counsel contended that a case arises un- 
der the Constitution whenever it is necessary to 
construe the Constitution in that case in order 
to give judgment in it; that the general idea 
that a case could come to this court from a State 
court only by appeal from the’ highest 
court in the State, confused what Congress 
had actually done with what it was in 
the power of Congress to do; and that Congress, 
prior to the habeas corpus act of 1867, had pro- 
vided for cases coming to this court only where 
final judgment had been given .n the highest 
court of the State, but this did not tend to show 
that Congress was destitute of power to bring 
them to this court before final judgment was 
given in them if it thought fit. 
The discussion developed very clearly the fact 
that the case was one of. prime importance, pre- 
senting the question, Is the Federal Govern- 
ment clothed with power by the Constitution to 
give effectual protection to those who claim 
rights under the Constitution and laws of the 
United States? The opinion was expressed by 
seme members of the Bar present that the 
court would discharge the prisoner, although 
the precise decision in the case will only be 
upon a rule to show cause, which, however, 
virtually decides the only doubtful question. 
The effect of a decision favorable to the peti- 
tioner will be to overthrow all the anti-debt leg- 
islation of Virginia for the last two years and to 
put the coupons in a clear way to payment by 
being received for taxes.

MR. LOWREY AND OTHERS DISCUSSING THE 
ELECTION AND WHAT ITS RESULT WILL BE. 
A mixed audience of independent Re- 
publicans, Democrats, and women assembled in 
the Opera House at Tarrytown last night to talk 
about “reform in the administration of the 
Federal Government as represented in the elec- 
tion of Cleveland and Hendricks.”’ Grosvenor 
P. Lowrey, of this city, answering the general 
question, ‘* Who did it?” said that unquestiona- 
bly Grover Cieveland didit.

ans been possessed of enough foresight, good 
taith, prudence, and patriotism to nominate as 
good aman as Grover Cleveland he would un- 
questionably have been elected.

Four hundred German gentlemen sat 
about six long tables in Beethoven Hall last 
night and participated in a ‘* Jubel-Commers” 
in honor of the election of Cleveland and Hen- 
dricks.

The hall was handsomely dec- 
orated with flags, and portraits of the

| SAMUBL R. PLATT. 


Samuel R. Platt, a well-known resident of 
this city, died yesterday morning inthe Florence 
apartment house, Fourth-avenue and Eighteenth 
street. He was taken sick two weeks ago while 


looking over some coal mines in Pennsylva- 


nia in which he was interested. On reaching 
this citv he wis confined to his bed, from which 
he did not rise again. Mr. Platt was a widower 
and ;leaves one son, Furman N. Piatt, who is at 
present in Australia. Two brothers, Isaac 8: 
and John R. Platt, of this city, alsosurvive him. 

Mr. Platt was bornin the lower part of this 


city on July 4, 1828, and was a son of Isaac L. 
Platt, a prominent New-York merchant .of his 
day, the founder of the Pennsylvania Coa! Com- 
pany and one of the first Directors of the Chem- 
ical Bank. Samuel R. Platt received his educa- 
tion in the school where so many old city mer- 


chants were taught—that of De Forest and Mul- 

ligan, Which was situated in Warren-street and 
afterward in Franklin-street. He began his 

business career as a clerk in the hardware 
house of Walsh & Maliory, whose place of 
business was in Pearl-street. In a_ short 
time, however, he left this house and _ be- 
came a artner in the firm of Sears, 

Adriance & Platt. The firm was about* 30 
thee ago changed to Adriance, Platt & Co., 
hardware merchants. Under this name_ the 
house has been continued to this day, Mr. Platt 
remaining an active partner. The firm became 
interested in a patent obtained by Mr. Adriance 
improving reaping and mowing machines, and 
this business increased to such proportions that 
extensive hs! were established at Pough- 
keepsie, and the regular hardware line was given 
up. In this business Mr. Platt accumulated a 
fortune, and made a reputation among the man- 
ufacturers and merchants of this city. 

Mr. Platt was very well known in social circles 
in this city. He took an especial interest in 
yachting. He was made Rear Commodore of the 

ew-York Yacht Club. His latest yacht was the 
large schooner Montauk, which he had built es- 
tame A for deep water yachting. Last Winter 

le made a visit to the West Indies in the Mon- 
tauk, on which trip her seaworthiness was suc- 
cessfully tested. Mr. Platt was a member of the 
Union League Cluband alsoa Director in the 
Chatham National Bank. He was kind-hearted, 
generous, and very fond of entertaining friends. 
His charitable gifts were many, though all were 
made in a quiet and unostentatious manner. 
The funeral will be held on Friday, at 10 A. M.. 
in the Scotch Presbyterian Church, on West 
Fourteenth-street, a church in which his father 
had been an influential member, and where his 
brother and himself received their early religious 
instruction.

CHARLES LINCOLN. 

Charles Lincoln, who attained consider- 
able celebrity as the manager of all the principal 
dog shows in this country and England, died 
suddenly of pneumonia at Leggett’s Hotel yes- 
terday morning, atthe age of 42. Mr. Lincoln 
was the founder and Superintendent of the 
Westminster Kennel Club, and in the course 
of his career did more for the cultiva- 
tion of fine breeds of dogs than any other 
single man. -Every owner and breeder of first- 
class dogs and every dog exhibitor knew Mr. 
Lincoln well, and respected him for his executive 
ability, his industry, and his unfailing pleasant- 
ness of disposition. He was bornin Darlington, 
Yorkshire, England, where he organized the first 
deg show ever neld in Great Britain. He made 
the Darlington exhibitions famous all over En- 
gland. He crossed the ocean in 1869 and went to 
Canada. In 1870 he organized in Detroit the first 
American dog show ever given. . 

In the Centennial year he was appointed Su- 
perintendent of the Philadelphia dog show, and 
inthe same year he founded the Westminster 
Kennel Club, an organization which has done 
much toward the improvement of dogs. He 
managed all the popular dog shows held at Madi- 
son-Square Garden, in this city, and it was due 
to his Judgment and industry that they were so 
well planned and carried out. He was also 
Superintendent of the horse shows, whose details 
required even a greater amount of attention 
than those of the dogshows. He inanaged the 
dog show in New-Orleans last Winter, and at the 
time when he became ill was engaged in prepar- 
ing an exhibit for the international exposition 
which begins in that city this month. His most 
recent work in this city was the management of 
the non-sporting dog show held in Madison- 
Square Garden in October. inspite of the elec- 
tion excitement the exhibition was asuccess. 

Mr. Lincoin was stricken down very suddenly 
on Saturday evening, and in spite of the labors 
of his physicians and his two friends, James 
Mortimer and Walter Dunnell, who were con- 
stantly at his bedside, he sank rapidly. He leaves 
a widow and four children in Detroit. Mr. Lin- 
coln raised dog shows in this country from in- 
significance to occasions of fashionable impor- 
tance. He was a very popular man among his 
associates. ‘*‘Hedid not have an enemy in the 
world,’”’ Mr. Dunnell said. The body will prob- 
ably be interred in Greenwood Cemetery.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Charles S. Loper, one of the best known 
and wealthiest citizens of Suffolk County, died 
at Riverhead, Long Island, Monday night, aged 
70 years. He wasa Director of the Murray Hill 
Bank, this city, and in business here many years. 

The Rev. Luke Davis died in Bingamton 
yesterday. He was graduated from Madison 
University in 1840, and preached in several 
prominent Baptist churches in this State, Michi- 
gan, Indiana, Wisconsin, and Ohio. He was 
widely known as a fine Greek, Hebrew, and 
Latin scholar. 

Moses Waring, one of Mobile’s wealthiest 
and most influential citizens, died Monday night, 
aged 76 years. He was a native of Connecticut. 
He went to Mobile in 1822, where he built upa 
big salt importation business and invested largely 
in real estate, chiefly on the wharf property, 
which accrued witb years until it became of 
great value. These wharves he sold to the city, 
taking bonds in payment, thus making him one 
of the largest holders of city securities. He was 
a very active man in business, but took little 
part in public life. He leaves a son and three 
daughters. One of the latter is the wife ot Dr. 
Powell, of Baltimore, and another is the wife of 
Capt. Thomas Harrison, of Mobile.

TRYING TO KILL HER BECAUSE SHE WOULD 
NOT LIVE WITH HIM. 

A desperate attempt was made last even- 
ing by James G. Kennedy to murder his young 
wife while she was on her way home from work. 
He fired five shots from a revolver at her, but 
only one of them took effect. She was severely 
though not dangeronsly wounded. Jealousy 
was the motive for the crime. Kennedy is 
employed in a livery stable at Fourth- 
avenue and Seventy-eightn-street. He is 
but 22 years of age and lives’. with 
his parents, at No. 209 East Seventy-sixth-street. 
Last January he married Mary Jane White,a 
handsome young woman only 20 years old. She 
lived with her mother in the tenement house in 
the rear of No. 223 Hast Thirty-fifth-street. They 
hired apartments in a tenement house on First- 
avenue, between Seventy-seventh and Seventy- 
eighth streets, and went to housekeeping. They 
lived there for five months. Kennedy was very 
jealous of his wife, although there is no reason 
to suppose that he had any good cause for this. 

The couple broke up housekeeping at the end 
of five months, and the young wife was induced 
to go with her husband to live with his parents. 
They did not live happily, and their troubles ap- 
pear to have been aggravated by the interfer- 
ence of Kennedy’s parents. Two months ago 
Mrs. Kennedy left her husband and went to live 
with her mother in East Thirty-fifth-street. 
He followed her there and accused her of 
being criminally intimate with a letter carrier, 
who is a married man. During the quarrel 
which ensued Kennedy attempted to stab her 
with a carving knife. He was arrested, but sub- 
re nega 8 discharged at the Fifty-seventh-

Street lice Court. Mrs. Kennedy has 
been working at Bauer’s box factory, in 
Twenty-second-street. Her husband had 
been to see her several times for the 


purpose of inducing her to live with him again, 
but she refused. Shortly after 6 o’clock last 
evening, as she was passing Third-avenue and 
Thirty-second-street, on her way home, she was 
suddenly accostesl by her husband. He wanted 
to talk with her, but she refused to have 
anything to say to him. “I don’t want 
you, Jim, and you don’t want me.” 
He thereupon whipped outa revolver of 22 cali- 
bre and fired five shots at her as she ran away 
from him. But one shot took effect and that 
was in the left hip, inflicting a severe wound. 
She was taken to Bellevue Hospital,and Ken- 
nedy was locked up in the East Thirty-fifth- 
street police station.

AFFAIRS OF THE RAILROADS. 
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A NEW SOUTHERN iINE. 
RALEIGH, N. C., Dec. 2.—A glance at the 
map shows a gap inathrough line of railway 
from New-York to New-Orleans from Hamlet, 
in this State, to Cheraw, in South Carolina. The 


through lines in this State are by way of Greens-: 


borough and Charlotte and by way of Weldon, 
Goldsborough, and Wilmington. Raleigh has al- 
Ways been upon a side track, and has never re- 
ceived any of the benefitsof the Florida travel 
during the Winter months, nor of the fast mail. 
The managers of the seaboard system of railroads 
have not attempted a through line by Raleigh, 
and one to Charlotte over the Carolina Central, 
because they have no outlet at Charlotte, both 
roads atthat point being under thecontrot of the 
Richmond and Danville Company. The road 
from Richmond to Weldon is runin connection 
with the Atlantic Coast line, so that it has been 
impossible to have a through line by way of 
Raleigh without bnilding a new road from Rich- 
mond direct to Ridgeway, on the Raleigh and 
Gaston Railroad, and then by filling in the gap 
from Hamlet to Cheraw. Moncure Robinson 
has a charter for the Virginia and Carolina Rail- 
road authorizing the construction of a road from 
Richmond to Ridgeway, and has been rapidly 
building this line. Hehasalsoa charter for the 
Palmetto Railroad, and has been constructing a 
road from Cheraw to Hamlet. The grading is 
donefrom Richmond to Ridgeway, andthe bridge 
across Roanake River is very far advanced. The 
grading from Cheraw is completed and the road 
is ready for the iron. Both companies have 
ample means and both connections will be made 
by June next. When all the connections have 
been made a through line from New-York by 
Washington to Richmond, thence to Ridgeway 
over the Virginia and Carolina Road, thence to 
Raleigh over the Raleigh and Gaston Road, 
thence to Hamlet over the Raleigh and Aucusta 
Road, thence to Cheraw over the Palmetto Road, 
and on to Charleston and to New-Orleans will be 
opened. This line will be shorter than by Wil- 
mington,andthe people along the tine from 
Ridgeway to Hamlet expect great benefits from 
its establishment.

UNSETTLED PASSENGER RATES. 
The West Shore Railway yesterday re- 
duced the price of tickets to Chicago from $9 to 
$8 20 to meet the rate offered by brokera. The 
Erie Railway tollowed. The brokers made no 
lower rates. For some time the West Shore has 


been selling tickets to Buffaio at $3. Yesterday 
it returned to $4 65, the **cut rate” of the New- 
York Central, and made the round trip rate $8 15. 
General Eastern Passenger Agent E. V. Skinner, 
of the West Shore, said this step was taken 


because it was tound that the brokers 
were not selling enough Buffalo tickets 
under $4 65 to at all affect business, 


The New-York Central did not reduce its ‘* open” 
rate from $10 50. While keeping up the Chicago 
rate the brokers offered lower rates to other 
points. G.G. Lansing, the broker, said: ‘* We 
still make arate of $3 to Buffalo, and our rate 
to Detroit is $6 and to St. Louis $11 50.” 
Cuicaao, Dec. 2.—As yet the General 
Managers of the Missouri River lines have not 
been able to settle their troubles. Another long 
session was held to-day.

ever, that opposition to the Alton’s ten- 
dollar rate is becoming less strong. and 
if that road” holds out it is easy to 
see what the ultimate result will be.

The St. Louis rate has been temporarily restored 
to $2 each way, as the fifty-cent rate from St. 
Louis to Chicago proved too much for the roads 
interested. 

Boston, Dec. 2.—The Boston and Albany 
Railroad has adopted the same rates to Chicago 
and St. Louis asthe Fitchburg and West Shore 
Roads, or $12 and $16, respectively. By way of 
the Central Vermont and Grand Trunk the rate 
to Chicago has been reduced to $10 from Boston.

NEW ISSUE OF BONDS. 

An issue of $10,000,009 has been author- 
ized by the Chicago, Freeport and St. Paul Rail- 
road Company, and a mortgage to the American 
Loan and Trust Company of New-York has been 
filed in Chicago and Freeport, Ill.; Madison, Wis., 
and St. Paul and Minneapolis, Minn. The bonds 
are to run 40 years and will bear 6 per cent. in- 
terest. The proceeds from their sale will be 
used on account of the construction and 
equipment of the road. The mortgage 
is rawn to cover the _ entire line of 
road (500 miles) and its equipment. The main 
line extends from Chicago by a direct route to 
Freeport, Ill., thence via Dodgeville, Sparta, 
Whitehall, and Durand, in Wisconsin, to St. Paul 
and Minneopolis, a distance of about 400 miles. 
A branch is also to be built from a point on the 
main line in Green County, Wis., thence through 
Green, Dane, and Columbia, to Portage City, a 
distance of about 100 miles. That part of the 
main line north of the Wisconsin River will be 
loeated about midway between the Northwest- 
ern’s Omaha line and the Mississippi River, about 
25 miles from each, 

It is reported that asyndicate of New-England 
and New-York capitalists has been formed for 
the purpose of taking the bonds to be issued on 
the line between Freeport and St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis, which is likely to be completed within 
the comiag year. Itis also stated that the road 
will be built as an independent enterprise, and 
that when completed it will be a shorter line 
than any now in operation between Chicago and 
St. Paul.

LEASE OF THE EASTERN ROAD. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Dec. 2.—A special meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad was held here to-day to ratify the lease 
of the Eastern Road. The attendance was larger 
than at any meeting held for years, The meet- 
ing was called to order by President George C. 
Lord. Solomon B. Lincoln moved the adoption 
of the lease, which agrees with that adopted 
March 18. 1882, with the exceptions already pub- 
lished. The vote was as follows: Whole num- 
ber of votes cast, 39,915; in favor of the lease, 
36,507; against it, 3,008. The lease was declared 
ratified. 

Boston, Dec. 2.—A _ largely attended 
special meeting of the stockholders of the East- 
ern Railroad Company was held this forenoon to 
take action in regard to the proposed lease be- 
tween the Eastern and Boston and Maine Rail- 
roads, and resulted in 80,669 shares voting in fa- 
vor and 6,055 against the lease, which is, conse- 
quently, ratified by the stockholders of both 
roads. Permission is still to be obtained from the 
Legislaturcs of Massachusetts, New-Hampshire, 
and Maine. 

A bill in equity was filed in the Clerk’s office 
of the United States Circuit Court to-day by 
Darius H. Ingraham, of Portland, Me., to enjoin 
the Eastern Railroad Company from making any 
lease with the Boston and Marine Railroad Com- 
pany. The bill is returnable Jan. 5, 1885.

THE JERSEY CENTRAL RENTAL. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 2.—The Philadel- 
phia and Reading Railroad Company’s petition 
for an order directing the Receivers of the cor- 
poration to pay the rental due Dec. 1 to the 
New-Jersey Central, and authorizing the Re-| 
ceivers to raise the money required for that pur- 
pose, and any further sums required by the Re- 
ceivers for the conduct of their business, by the 
sale or pledge of such personal assets and 
securities as may now be in their hands 
or which they may be entitled to receive, 
was referred by Judge Butler to George M. Dal- 
jas, special Master under the Receivership, to 
take testimony and report upon the advisability 
of granting the petition. There was no discus- 
sion. The decree was made in pursuance of the 
court’s statement when the petition was first pre- 
sented that it would, before making any order, 
await the decision in the Dinsmore case. That 
decision was given on Monday, and was adverse 
to the plaintiff. It is generally believed that the 
reference of the question to Master Dallas is an 
indication that the Reading Receivers will be 
directed to provide the money for the Jersey 
Central dividend.

THE VIRGINIA EPIDEMIC. 





WHAT EX-CONGRESSMAN PRIDEMORE SAYS 


ABOUT IT. 

Lyncupurge, Va., Dec. 2,—The latest and 
most trustworthy information received about 
the epidemic in the southwestern part of this 
State is contained in a letter just written by ex- 
Congressman A. L. Pridemore, of Lee County. 
He lives in the region in which the scourge has 
raged so fatally, and is thoroughly acquainted 


with the people in all of the counties in which 

the epidemic prevails. The following is Mr. 

Pridemore's letter: 
JONESVILLE, Va., Nov. 26, 1884. 

Yours of the 24th inst. inclosing an account of the 
“scourge in southwest’’to hand. I have not seen any 
of the persons actually suffering from the disease, but 
from all the symptoms as described it is that of flux, or 
rather that of a mild form of cholera. The victim 
is taken with severe: pains, sometimes accompa- 
nied by fainting, followed by severe vomiting and 
purging, which in several instances ended in 
death infrom four to 12 hours. There has been in 
Wise County, as [ am reliably informed, over 200 
deaths, ‘I'wo entire famiiies, both parents and all the 
children, died. In several, all the children; in others 
the parents. The same disease exists in a miider 
form, yet very fatal, in Scott County, near 
the Wise line and in the same belt of country. 
So far it has been confined to oe using 
freestone water; nota single case that 1 have heara 
of in the hmestone neighborhoods. In the coal, iron, 
and sandstone regions at ull times in the Fall season 
the water is low and bad, the pools in the river 
being black as ink from the sulphur and iron. 
This excessive dry year has dried up the 
creeks and smaller rivers so that tney do not 
run, and the springs are but mud holes and 
to this cause 1 think the origin of the disease may be 
in every instance traced. In Scott County the rain on 
election day so far brought relief that there was not 
a new case for several days. Seven or eight some- 
times die per day, and there has beep four burials 
at one graveyard the same day, and this is sparsely 
settled country. The frost so far has not had any 
appreciable effect upon it. I am not personally ac- 
quainted with the condition of the peovle affected by 
it, but I know from the surroundings that they need 
medical aid, and_some action ought to be taken to 
move them out. Many aretoo poor to get away with- 
ous help, and no more meritorious case ever was 
presented for the aid of liberal men. There does not 
seem to be much alarm near the fatal locality. Ido not 
know that I have tally answered your inguiries, but I 
have given about all I know about it. has been 
steadily at work since lst of last August, and if I were 
to write a full description of its symptomsand ef- 
fects it wonld be such as I have read of—cholera_in 
rather severe form. A. L. PRIDEMORE. 

P, S.—Some cases have a strong resenibiance to the 
worst tpye of cholera. Itcertainly is far beyond any 
flux ever known here. 

In some of the counties in which this disease 
exists there are very few, if any, licensed physi- 
cians. In one of these a prominent citizen 
states that there is nota single graduated and 
experienced medical man within the borders of 
his county. 


COL. J. J. SLOCUM’S LOAN.

A TRANSACTION WHICH APPARENTLY BENE- 
FITED ONLY RUSSELL SAGE. 
Russell Sage last Summer, when stocks 
were tumbling at arate that swept away his 
riches like chaff, “lay down” on his puts, 
calis, spreads, and straddles. In other words, 
to save as much from the wreck as pos- 
sible, he declined, until compelled to, to 
honor his privileges. As a consequence the 
glass in his partition door was smashed 


by the crowd of impatient holders of his con- 
tracts pressing against it. Yesterday Wall«treet 
was told that Mr. Sage had “lain down” again. 
This time it was on his brother-in-law, Col. Joseph 
J.Slocum. It happened two weeks ago, and 
was kept a secret somehow or other. The 
story hinged on the _ collapse of the 
United States Underground Cable Company, 
of which Mr. Sage was _ President. Col. 
Slocum was the Secretary and Treasurer. Col. 
Slocum, it was asserted, loaned $10,000 of the 
company’s funds to some person. This person 
owed Mr. Sage the money, and handed it over to 
the latter gentleman without delay. An exam- 
ination of the company’s books disclosed the 
loan, and Judge Ingraham granted an order of 
arrest against Col. Slocum, who was thrust into 
Ludlow-Street Jail. Mr. Sage let him lie in 
prison for two days, but at last he and Jay 
Gould became surety for Col. Slocum, who was 
thereupon released. 

John H. Kitchen, who was appointed Receiver 
of the United States Underground Cable Com- 
pany by Judge Barrett, was seen at his resi- 
dence, No. 42 West Eleventh-street, late lust 
night by a Timms reporter. He declined to say 
anything about the nature of the suit in whic 
Col. Slocum had been arrested, but said that 
the Colonel had been arrested two weeks ago and 
bailed by Russell Sage and ate. Gould. ‘Col. 
Slocum,” Mr. Kitchen said, ‘13 Treasurer of the 
United States Cable Company, of which Iam 
Receiver, and iam the plaintiff in this suit, rep- 
resenting many creditors. Col. Slocum is not 
the only man implicated.” Further than this 
Mr. Kitchen refused to say anything.

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INTRODUCING A NEW PROFESSOR. 
The Rey. Dr. Henry M. McCracken, late 
of the Lewiston (Penn.) College, was formally 
presented last evening to a large number of 
ladies and gentlemen at the University of the 


City of New-York, as the Professor of Moral 
and Intellectual Philosophy of that institution, 
succeeding the late Prot. Benjamin N. Martin. 
Among those present were Dr. John Hail, Chan- 
cellor of the institution; Charies Butler, Vice- 
President of the Council; William Allen Butler, 
Ww. A. Wheeler, the Rey. Dr, Armiston, the Rev. 
Dr. Stoddard, the Rev. Dr. Deems, the Rev. Dr. 
Schaff, the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby, the Rev. 
Dr. Briggs, Smith E. Lane, Dr. 5. M. Hamilton, 
Peter Carter, J. W. C. Leveridge, Dr. Charles

Dr. Hall, before introducing Prof. McCracken, 
said that it was one of the characteristics of 
American colleges that their best and stanchest 
friends had been found among ministers, who, 
ina multitude of cases, had made most effective 
Professors. Dr. McCracken, he said. was a 
Scotch-Irishman. It was well known that that 
race possessed a few vices and also a few count- 
erbalancing virtues, one of which was patient 
persistency. Dr. McCracken had an indefinablé 
capacity for organization and also a capacity for 

iving instruction in the department to which 
h shad beenelected. Dr. McCracken himself spoke 
of the relation existing between the metropolis 
and the university. In history it had always been 
shown that wherever a metropolis had risen 
there had risen a university. He said that in 
America, where bigness was considered so im- 
portant, the universities paid too much attention 
to number. The catalogue of the American 
university had a tendency to become a Book of 
Numbers. It ought rather to be a Book of Ex- 
odus, showing the departure of its students from 
the Land of Superficiality and the House of 
Stupidity. Dr. McCracken advocated an adher- 
ence to the old-fashioned discipline of universi- 
ties, with but slight modification.

THE REV. MR. SCHERMERHORN. 


HIS CAREER AS A UNITARIAN REVIEWED 
BY A BROTHER CLERGYMAN. 
NEWPorT, R. I., Deo. 2.—The Rev. 
Charles W. Wendte, Pastor of the Channing 
Memorial Church, and one of the ablest young 


Unitarian divines in New-England, publishes in 
this evening's Daily News a letter in which he 
handles his predecessor, tae Rev. M. K. Scher- 
merhotn, who joined the Episcopal Church a 
bi days ago, without gloves. Many of the 
riends of both gentlemen regret that Mr, 


Wendte has taken up the matter, and indulged 
in personalities which cannot result in any good. 
He says that Mr. Schermerhorn’s action “ will 
not surprise anybody who knows how frequent 
and easy nowadays is the passage of clergymen 
from one denomination to another or who is at 
all acquainted with the theological versatility of 
the gentleman in question. His former parish- 
ioners, aware of his instability of opinion and 
commiserating his recent want of ministerial 
success inthe Unitarian body, are disposed to 
wish him a larger appreciation and usefulness 
and all possible ers tag in his new relations. 
They deeply regret, however, that he should 
singalize his reconversion to the orthodox faith 
by so uncalled-for and ungenerous anattack on 
their denomination as he has recently caused to 
be published in a number of newspapers. They 
cannot conceive how one who has so recently 
passed through such a profound religious expe- 
rience can indulge insuch reckless statements, 
and so misleading in regard to his more recent 
connection with our Unitarian fellowship. His 
injudicious course leaves us no other alternative 
than to throw a light on that connection. 

; “Mr. Schermerhorn informs us that he has 

seriously contemplated’ this denominational 

change ‘for nearly two years,’ and has devoted 
himself during this period to preparing himself 
for it, and yet it is a well-known fact that within 
the space of two years Mr. Schermerhorn has 
still been zealously engaged in New-York City in 
the work of building up a purely Theistic society 


on ai far more radical basis than Uni- 
tarianism afforded him. Within 18 months 
he has_ written to friends in this 


city declaring that he had discarded the 
Christian name as altogether too narrow for his 
enlarging faith, The utter collapse of his 
Theistic movement is too recent and well known 
to require any comment. Unabashed by his 
failure, Mr. Schermerhorn, having in the mean- 
time recovered both his Christianity and nis 
Unitarianism, reappeared at our denominational 
headquarters in Boston as a persistent seeker for 
ministerial occupation among us. Indeed, his 
missionary zealin behalf of our views was so 
ardent as seriously to embarrass both our officers 
and parishioners, who had become suspicious of 
the stability of his purposes and justly resentful 
of his ministerial eccentricities. And thus it 
happens that no satisfactory settlement and no 
missionary employment has been found for Mr. 
Schermerhorn, although up to a very recent date 
he has been in full relation with us, and was an 
attendant at the National Unitarian Conference 
only nine weeks aco.In all this there is, ot course, 
nothing to call in question the sincerity of 
his present attitude, especially for one who 
believes in instantaneous conversions. Yet if, 
as he informs us in his recent letter, Mr. 
Schermerhorn was induced to enter the 
Unitarian ministry by a loud call from ‘one of 
the largest Unitarian churches in the country’— 
the Unity, of Boston—we may be pardoned if, 
under the circumstances mentioned, we are led 
to speculate whether a similar call at this 
juncture night not have retained him in our 
fellowship. 

“Concerning Mr. Schermerhorn’s personal 
services to our cause, he himself has always 
been careful that we should not forget them. 
We are certainly inclined to give him all the 
credit he deserves, if not all that he claims. 
Here in Newport especially that striking com- 
bination of audacity and energy which con- 
ceived and carried to a successful end the 
Channing Memorial Church enterprise will al- 
ways make him gratefully remembered. But 
it is unjust, in this connection, to ignore 
the great services of the late Rev. Charles T. 
Brooks, for 37 years the beloved and senior 
Pastor of this society; of the Rev. Dr. Bellows, 
and of many others. It seemed for the best in- 
terests of both Pastor and p ople that at the 
close of this work Mr. Schermerhorn should 
retire from this charge, and the usual church 
resolutions were passed expressing the feelings 
of the society toward him who had so benefited 
them in many material ways, 

“As for Mr. Schermerhorn’s jeremiad upon 
the dechne and failure of Unitarian’ m, we 
have become reasonably accustomed to such 
mournful prognostications, particularly on the 
part of those who desire it to fail. We observe, 
too, that it is usually those who are themselves 
failures in our ministry who are the most im- 

ressed with the impending decay of our church. 

ut what a reason to give for leaving achurch— 
that it is not prosperous in a worldly sense! 

“Meanwhile, although we have been tceld 
for nearly half a century that Unita- 
rianism was dying, it continues to survive, is 
doing the Father’s business, according to its 
best light and ability, and in every respect was 
never in as prosperous and hopeful a condition 
as now. Its councils are united, its leaders 
filled with zeal, and its churches increasing in 
number, and actually we have raised nearly 
$500,000 during the past two years for missionary 
and general denominational work, or more 
than in any previous two years of our history, 
and, were this the place for it, many encourag- 
ing testimonia!s to our denominational growth 
might be cited.”’ 

In conclusion Mr. Wendte wishes Mr. Scher- 
merhorn all joy in his new relations. ‘“* We are 
not sorry,” he continues, ‘* meanwhile, that this 
somewhat erratic meteor, who, for a dozen years 
past, has gyrated in our denominational horizon, 
has now passed into another and more congenial 
atmosphere, whose stricter discipline will, we 
trust, transform him into a fixed if lesser light, 
shining with more steadfast ray into the durk- 
ness of the unconverted and skeptical world.”

CHOLERA AMONG THE HOGS. 





CONSTERNATION AMONG THE OWNERS 
THE FLATBUSH PIGGERIES, 

For over a mile along the lower part of 
East New-York-avenue, just east of the town of 
Flatbush, there are huddlea together a number 
of piggeries varying in size from the pen which 
contains 10 hogs to the pretentious establishment 
which affords accommodation to ten times that 
number. The piggeries enter largely into the 
politics of the town of Flatbush within 
the boundaries of which they are situated, 
and each year whether they will go or stay is a 
burning question about election time. A coms 
promise is usuxlly made, under the terms of 
whieh the pig owners undertake to cleanse their 


premises for the privilege of remaining in the 
town. 


Now, however, the question as to whether the 
hogs shall go or stay seems to be in procesd 


of 


Oi settlement in a way entirely unlooked 
for by the parties to the fight. With- 
in the past week the hog cholera has 
broken out in the most virulent form 


among the pigs, and the animals are. now 
dying at the rate of between 50 and 60a day. 
John McManus, who is one of the largest owners, 
has already lost 100 pigs. Among the poorer 
owners there is great consternation. All 
their money is invested in hogs, and the 
cholera meuns ruin for them. These people 
usually buy the pigs in the Spring 
and fatten them with garbage and refuse 
tood, collected at hotels and boarding houses, 
for sale in the Fall and Winter. Ali the hogs 
that have been attacked so far are full grown 
and ready for marketing. The Brooklyn Health 
Department was given notice yesterday that 
some New-York and Brooklyn butchers had 
bought.a number of the dead hogs from the 
poorer Owners and carted them away at night. 
Health Inspectors were at once sent out to 
Fiatbush, and every effort wii! be made to 
find out the names of the butchers who pure 
chased the hogs. There are reports of isolated 
cases of hog cholera on farms in Flatbush, and 
there is great fear among the tarmers of the 
county towns that the disease will spread among 
pigs generally in that region. The hog pens of 
the county farm, which are quite near to the 
Flatbush piggeries, contain several hundred 
hogs, but so far these animals have escaped the 
disease,

At the meeting of the Commissioners of 
Emigration, yesterday, it was resolved to adver- 
tise in the papers for bids for the various priv- 
ileges in the Castle Garden rotunda for a term of 
one, two, or three years. It was decided not to 
include the telegraph privileges in the fran- 
chises offered to the highest bidder. Com- 
missioner Stephenson made a_ report of 
the expenses of the commission for the 
11 months ending Noy. 1, showing that nearly 
all of the money was not,as had been alleged, 
paid outin salaries to useless officials. the ex- 
penses for 11 months was $163,434 42. On Ward’s 
sland, while the salaries paid to 60 persons 
amounted to $28,437 77, the amount paid for the 
subsisténce of immigrants was $73,060 58. At 
Castle Garden $55,000 was expended for salaries, 
but nearly $30,000 was paid for relief, rent, &e.

: Resolutions were presented by Mr. Fot- 
ZETT, of Ohio, yesterday, impeaching the 
United States Marshal in Cincinnati, and 
directing an investigation of his conduct. 
They were clumsily drawn and have 
something the appearance of a drag net, 
but it was characteristic of Mr. KEIFER, 
who always rushes to make a fool of him- 
yself, toraise a weak point of order on them. 
"The accessible evidence is all strong against 
the management of the Marshal’s office in 
the October election in Cincinnati. If the 
Republicans are confident that the office 
was well conducted they should welcome 
investigation; if not, they might still re- 
member that it would do no harm to 
have abuses exposed which their rivals 
may use against them two years from 
now. But, apart from any partisan in- 
terest in the matter, all citizens are con- 
carned that the power to supervise elec- 
‘tions shall be closely watched and all 
perversions of it be punished. 











Mr. ReaGAN, of Texas, got the House 
yesterday to take up the Inter-State Com- 
merce bill, and moved hisown bill asa 
substitute. On this motion he made a 
long and very earnest speech. The main 
difference between his bill and that of the 
committee lies in the more drastic provis- 
fons of the former. Mr. REAGAN pro- 
poses to absolutely prohibit discrimi- 
nations, pooling, and rebates, and to pun- 
ish violations of the law by damages to 
thrice'the amount of actual injury and 
by fines of not less than $1,000 for each of- 
fense. The measure is likely to attract 
some attention this session, but not to get 
through. Just now the general impres- 
sion as to railways is rather that their 
competition with each other is likely to 
prove ruinous to their shareholders than 
that their exactions are over-burdensome. 








The disfranchisement of polygamist 
Mormons has not diminished the number 
of polygamous marriages in Utah. All 
Mormons of the orthodox church, whether 
pclygamists in practice or not, believe 
that polygamy is sanctioned and even 
required by Divine revelation. Therefore, 
the disfranchisement of those who are 
openly living in polygamous relations 
does not deprive the Mormon Church of 
its power, for the ballots are cast and 
ithe offices are still held by men who 
‘are in sympathy with those who have suf- 
fered a loss of privileges. The report of 
the Mormon Commission shows how dif- 
ficult it is to contend successfully against 
the Mormon organization in its home. 
‘The number of plural marriages has in- 
‘creased in the present year, and polygamy

gress. The question lies now in the hands 
of the mercantile community, and it is 
for the representatives of the merchants 
to decide whether they really want a uni- 
form system of bankruptcy throughout 
the Union or not.

A bankrupt bill, was; passed > by“ the 
Senate on the 21st of last April. It was 
originally prepared by Judge LOWELL, 
of Massachusetts, but was considerably 
modified in the Senate, chiefly in the 
direction of the amendments proposed by 
a convention of merchants in January. 
The bill was discussed very carefully in 
the Senate and secured a strong majority 
on its passage. It is, so far as it goes, a 
good bill. We have criticised it from 
time to time, not for any radical faults, 
but for what we considered its chief defect, 
in not sufficiently providing safeguards, 
such as might have been provided, 
against reckless business methods, ex- 
travagance, and what may be called neg- 
ative fraud. We have pointed out changes 
in the bill which, in our judgment, would 
have raised the standard of commercial 
morality and made it harder for rascals 
or spendthrifts and incompetents and 
easier for honest, industrious, and prudent 
men to geton in business. But without 
these improvements the bill remains a 
good, workable measure. It provides for 
Commissioners and Supervisors of Bank- 
ruptcy, paid by moderate salary out of 
money to be raised by a fixed assessment 
on the insolvents’ assets and for the re- 
view and inspection of all proceedings by 
competent judicial authority. 

In brief, the law gives to the business 
men of the country a fair set of tri- 
bunals in which, with justice to all, the 
estate of a bankrupt can be administered, 
creditors can obtain what is available, and 
the bankrupt, if reasonably honest, can 
be released. This seems to be a desirable 
thing. Itseems far more desirable than 
the complex and confused set of varying 
systems in each State by which sharp 
debtors can cheat their creditors and the 
sharper creditors can gét an advantage 
over the others.

It is reported that the Government was 
opposed to the construction of a canal un- 
der the Grant-Menccal concession, and 
that it was endeavoring, before that con- 
cession lapsed, to secure for the Nation 
the privileges which it gave to citizens. 
It will probably appear that in May last, 
five months before the concession lapsed, 
agents of the Government were striving 
to secure from the Republic of Nicaragua 
the treaty agreement whose negotiation 
has now been announced. 

It may be that those efforts would not 
have been made if it had not become 
known that great and almost insurmount- 
able difficulties had been encountered by 
the French canal diggers on the Isthmus 
of Panama. The reports of all American 
experts who had inspected that work 
were to the effect that its completion 
would be delayed for many years, and 
that its cost would greatly exceed the 
most liberal estimates hitherto made. It 
appears that our Government, convinced 
that the success of the Panama undertak- 
ing was problematical, decided to secure 
for itself at once the option of building a 
canal to be controlled by itself on the 
Nicaragua route. 

The negotiation of this treaty will com- 
pel a more thorough consideration of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty than that agree- 
ment has ever heretofore received.

DEALING WITH DYNAMITE OUT- 
RAGES. 
One of the most important suggestions 
of the President’s message is that which 
relates to an extension of the scope of the 
neutrality laws. The dynamite atrocities 
which have been committed in England 
are not merely an outrage upon civiliza- 
tion, but they are calculated to injure the 
cause which those engaging in them fool- 
ishly believe they are serving. The evi- 
dence that they have been planned on our 
soil has never been made conclusive, but 
there has been no legal ground upon which 
charges could be based for the production 
of evidence. There is sufficient ground 
for the belief that in some cases they 
have been plotted here and the instru- 
ments of destruction sent from our 
shores, not for the purpose of carrying on 
any form of legitimate warfare or aiding 
in a decent fashion any political agitation, 
but for the wanton purpose of blowing up 
buildings and promiscuously destroying 
lives as a form of expression of Irish 
hatred toward England. These schemes 
do not rise above the level of plots for the 
assassination of innocent people and the 
destruction of private property. As the 
President says, it “intimately concerns 
the national honor” for us to take the 
initiative and prevent or punish any 
overt preparations in this country for the 
commission of criminal acts in another. 
There is a very wide distinction be- 
tween harboring those who plot assassina- 
tions and prepare the means for executing 
them and affording an asylum for the op- 
pressed of other nations. Our doors are 
opened wide to all comers, and they are 
allowed the utmost liberty in the expres- 
sion of their opinions and even of their 
feelings. We cannot consistently inter- 
fere with mere agitation, nor would it be 
wise to attempt to do so. The ravings of 
Socialists and Communists, and even of dy- 
namite plotters, are comparatively harm- 
less and serve the useful purpose of making 
their character and to some extent their 
purposes known. Overt actscan be more 
easily traced if no effort is made to stop 
the vent of their wild utterances. There 
is no disposition among us to suppress ex- 
hibitions of sympathy for the wrongs of 
Ireland, real or fancied, or to interfere 
with any efforts to aid the people of that 
country in their struggles for a larger 
measure of freedom, so far as they are 
conducted in a civilized fashion. But if 
we cannot permit the fitting out of armed 
expeditions against’ a friendly power, 
much less can we countenance secret plots 
aimed at the peace and safety of the peo- 
ple of another country through the in- 
famous instrumentality of explosions, . 
With the plots themselves we can hard- 
ly deal until there is evidence of , overt 
acts, such as sending abroad or preparing 
to send abroad dynamite or infernal ma- 
chines the purpose of which can be es- 
tablished as criminal. The difficulty lies 
in drawing the line distinctly at which 
mere agitation ends and overt prepara- 
tions for crime begin, and providing for 
the evidence by which formal charges are 
to be sustained. Any measure to be

escape without dishonor. Means must 
be provided to put a stop to the outrage 
of making preparations in this country 
for blowing up public or private property 
and destroying lives in another country as 
an expression of hatred for that country 
or an instrument of intimidation to its 
Government. Itis an abuse of the right 
of asylum which we should prevent or 
punish, not only for the preservation of 
our friendly relations, but for the vindi- 
cation of our claims to civilization. Every 
right-minded Irish-American should sus- 
tain a policy which has for its object the 
prevention of disgrace to his name and 
injury to the cause of Irishmen at home, 








THE REDISTRIBUTION BILL. 


There is nothing surprising in the an- 
nouncement that Lord SALISBURY and Sir 
STAFFORD NORTHCOTE are satisfied with 
the Redistribution bill. They are the 
most plausible substitutes for leaders 
whom the Conservative Party can at pres- 
ent boast, and they do not lack common 
sense. So much can scarcely be said for 
Mr. HENRY CHAPLIN, the member for Lin- 
colnshire. Mr. CHAPLIN is our old friend 
who, being a large holder of grazing lands 
in Lincolnshire, is always so despondent 
about the health of American cattle.

RAELI’S revival in 1867 of GLADSTONE’S 
bill of 1866 the pressure’ came from the 
disfranchised artisans and operatives of 
the towns, and the bill was framed to re- 
lieve that pressure. The result has been 
an inequality between the borough and 
the county franchise, the removal of 
which was the avowed object of Mr. 
GLADSTONE’S Franchise bill of this year. 
The agricultural laborer, who has been 
within a generation described by an En- 
glish writer as ‘‘a physical scandal, a 
moral enigma, and an intellectual cata- 
leptic” had been overlooked by previous 
reformers mainly for the reason that he 
had failed to make himself heard, The 


new bill gives him a vote upon 
the same terms as_ those already 
accorded to the urban workman. 


The effect of this enfranchisement could 
hardly fail to benefit the Conservative 
Party, at least at first, since the agricult- 
ural laborer is much more under the influ- 
ence of his spiritual pastors and masters— 
the rectors and the squires—than the 
artisan, trained by trades unionism to re/ 
gard his employer as his natural enemy, is 
under the influence of anybody. Never- 
theless, Mr. GLADSTONE went on with his 
bill in disregard of party consequences, 
since the bill plainly remedied a great 
anomaly in the bestowal of the franchise. 

On the Franchise bill, however, Mr. 
GLADSTONE and everybody else somewhat 
singularly shrank from avowing the prin- 
ciple of universal, or as they call it in 
England manhood, suffrage, although the 
result of the measure introduced a suf- 
frage not easily distinguishable from uni- 
versal suffrage. All the same, Mr. GLAD- 
STONE and the other supporters of the bill 
were careful that everybody admitted to 
the suffrage under the bill should be ad- 
mitted, not because he was an adult male 
human being, but under some other pre- 
text. He belonged to such or such a 
‘*class,” or he went to make up such or such 
an ‘‘interest.” In the Redistribution bill, 
however, all this solemn tomfoolery is 
done away with in fact, and almost all of 
itin form. The basis of representation is 
avowedly numerical, and the object of the 
bill is to represent every 50,000 voters as 
nearly as is possible while respecting the 
divisions of the counties. In other words, 
it does precisely what a Congressional ap- 
portionment does, the county lines in the 
one case being analogous to State lines in 
the other. According to the synopsis 
of the measure furnished by the cable, 
the bill as introduced was accurately 
anticipated in the publication of the Lon- 
don Standard two months ago, and in 
that account there was no sign of an in- 
tention to ‘‘gerrymander” any district in 
favor of either party. The principle 
having been settled, the measure is an 
impartial application of the principle to 
the counties of England. After the 
adoption of this measure the anomalies 
of representation which have survived all 
of the reform bills will disappear. We 
may assume that the application of the 
principle is fair from the absence of 
criticism. The principle itself is objected 
to by Mr. CourRTNEY, who has resigned 
his office under Government on account of 
the failure of the measure to recognize 
the principle of .‘‘ minority representa- 
tion,” a principle which, after making a 
considerable stir both in England and 
here, has come in both countries to be re- 
garded as little more than a‘ crotchet. 
That the measure will at least not injure 
the Conservatives is shown plainly enough 
by the fact that the only organized

HUGO AND TUPPER. 

The venerable poet VicTtoR HuGo has 
written an inscription to be placed on the 
pedestal of the statue of Liberty—when- 
ever the pedestal is completed. Nothing 
could be more appropriate than this in- 
scription. Itis: ‘‘La mer, cette grande 
mer agitée constate Tunion de deux 
grandes terres apaisées.” Being the work 
of Victor Hvao, it is, of course, beauti- 
ful and unspeakably profound, and if the 
public does not at once comprehend its 
force, so much the worse for the public, 

Of course, objections will be made to 
this inscription by dull Philistines who 


be used for the purpose of paying a compli- 
ment to the Atlantic Ocean. Suppose M,. 
Huao does admire the ocean so long as he 
contemplates it from solid land; he also 
admires the battle of Waterloo; but no 
one could expect to see a compliment to 
CAMBRONNE and his men carved on the 
pedestal of Liberty. And then many 
deny that the sea unites France and 
America. If M. Hua@o had said that 
the Atlantic cable or the steamers of the 
Transatlantic Company unite the two 
countries, he would have been justified 
by facts, but the popular impression is 
that the ocean separates rather than 
unites America and France. These ob- 








lowing, line of Proverbial Philosophy: 
*“‘The Sahara: that great and motionless 
desert isa bond of union between those 
two great nations, the Esquimaux and the 
Patagonians.” Granting that this is orig- 
inal and not a poorly disguised plagiarism 
from Victor Huvqgo, it is by no means 
creditable to its author. The statue of 
Liberty has nothing whatever to do with 
the Desert of Sahara, and it is imperti- 
nent to try to make the statue a means 
of publishing Mr. TUPPER’s opinion of the 
desert. Furthermore, the desert does not 
unite the Esquimaux and the Patagonians, 
and Mr. TUPPER cannot excuse his false 
geographical assertions by any pretense 
that he is using some figure of rhet- 
oric. The simple truth is that, viewed 
as an inscription for the statue of Liberty, 
Mr. TUPPER’S production is nonsense, 
verging closely upon idiocy, and it will 
be in vain for any one to call it sublime, 
for the reason that Mr. TUPPER has never 
made a reputation for sublimity, We 
need but to compare Mr. TUPPER’s rub- 
bish with M. Huao’s true gold to perceive 
the immense difference that exists be- 
tween them, 

While we cannot be too grateful to M. 
Hugo for his magnificent inscription, it 
should not be cut into the stone until we 
are quite sure that we have the author- 
ized version. It is possible that in passing 
over the cable it has reached us not quite 
in the exact words written by the poet. 
May not mer be a mistake for mére? In 
that case the inscription would read: 
‘La mére, cette grand’ mére agitée,” 
&c. Obviously, if this is the true 
version, M. HuGo apostrophizes Lib- 
erty as the grandmother of France 
and America; and that, as a rule, 
Liberty has been an agitated and turbu- 
lent grandmother all will admit. It 
seems as if this must have been what the 
poet wrote. An apostrophe to Liberty 
would be the very thing to be carved on 
the pedestal, and it would be very proper 
for a citizen of the present.French repub- 
lic to look upon Liberty as a grand- 
mother, meaning that she bears no nearer 
relation to the present generation 
of Frenchmen. And, then, may not 
apaisées be a misprint for épuisées? 
M. HuGo may naturally suppose that on 
this side of the water we are exhausted 
after our Presidential campaign, while 
M. HuGo himself, as the type of the 
French people, is exhausted by the com- 
position of his sublime inscription. These 
emendations of the text will, it is proba- 
ble, command general approval, and even 
if they modify the original inscription it 
may be the popular verdict that they im- 
prove it. Asfor Mr. TuPpPER—but let us 
say no more of amen capable of writing 
a geographically inaccurate apostrophe to 
Sahara and then calling it an inscription 
for a statue of Liberty.

WALLACK’S THEATRE. 

A revival of *“‘London Assurance” was 
effected at Wallack’s Tneatre last evening with 
agreeable results. It was the first perform. 
ance of this comedy in the new house, and 
it called together a numerous and fash- 
ionable assemblage. The familiar situations 
and equivocations of Mr. Boucicault’s maiden 
Work evoked mirth and applause as of yore, and 
the fustian of the play seemed for the moment 
rich fabric, the tinsel real metal, under the magic 
influence of skillful players. ‘London Assure

ance” is hollow, but witty; its reflection of the 
manners and exaggeration of moralsin the British 
capital during the first half of this century isthe 
work of a clever playwright rather than a 
dramatist; it isan imitation without a touch of 
true sentiment or a glimpse of nature, but it is 
& very good imitation and has worn 
well. The dialogue is bright, the plot ingeni- 
ous, though preposterous, and weil devel- 
oped, and the situations so cleverly dove- 
tailed that the interest in the comedy is une 
flagging. It is only after that antique reprobate 
Sir Harcourt has delivered his absurdly inap- 
propriate apostrophe to honor, and the curtain 
has fallen, that we begin to appreciate the 
Shallowness of the play. Sir Harcourt is 
a monstrosity, Lady Gay imposzible, G 
a tiresome ovrude, and the airy ‘Daxsie Ga 
much a creature of the imagination as Puck or 
Ariel, but they are all * good acting parts,’* 
and in the hands of good actors they have 
abundantly entertained theatregoers for 40 
years. Most of the parts were in the 
hands of good actors last evening. Mr, 
Lester Wallack was an elegant, if somewhat 
listless, Dazzle. and lounged gracefully aboutthe 
halls of the Gloucestershire country seat. Mr. 
Wallack used to be an admirable Charles, and 
the part is decidedly the better of the two, but it 
has been the custom of the stage to rank Dazzle 
first. Mr. John Gilbert. as Sir Harcourt, pre- 
sented one of his most finished impersonations 
—absolutely flawless as to *‘ make-up” and “* busi- 
ness," a rare picture of Oid-fashioned manners, 
and an example of accuracy and refinement of 
speech worthy of close study. Miss Coghlan was 
buoyant and raqiant as Lady Gay, pleasant to 
look uron, and the very incarnation’ of frotic- 
some mischief. She lacks the breadth of style 
and some of the brilliancy associated with this 
character, but she has intelligence, vivacity, and 
humor, so that her Lady Gay is a very success- 
ful performance. Mr. Harry Edwards was bluff 
and natural as the Squire, Mr. W. H. Denny 
made an amusing Dolly Spanker, and Mr. 
Charles Edwin a capital Cool. Of the others 
we must speak in less glowing terms. Miss 
Measor was not at all like the simple-minded 
country gir} Grace Harkaway pretends to be; 
the character is stilted and unnatural, and the 
actress did little to make it interesting. Mr. 
Tearle was a rough-and-ready Charles, lacking 
polish and gracefulness. He was amusing at 
times, but_on the whole his work was disap- 
pointing. Mr. Howson was not very amus- 
ing as Meddle—but perhaps Meddle ig 
not sO amusing as formerly. Miss Effie 
Germon was effective in Pert’s single scene, and 
was warmly received. The comedy was set with 
handsome scenery. Mr. Wallack’s performances 
will be limited to a short period. It is scarcely 
necessary to commend them to the public, which 
fully appreciates the wholesome enjoyment to be 
derived from all the work of this estimable 
artist.

Miss Margulies has no well-defined power 
of conception. little feeling, and her execution 
is far from clear in passages requiring vigor 
and celerity. All the solid work laid out for 
her yesterday was executed in the com- 
mendable but laborious and _ uninspiring 
manner of a well-trained pupil.

A DETECTIVE’S CURIOSI 

*T LEADS TO THE UNRAVELING 

OF A ROBBERY. 

@HREE OF THE THIEVES WHO BROKE INTO 
THE KINGS COUNTY PENITENTIARY AR- 
RESTED—PLAN OF THE CRIME, 

Inspector Byrnes has in custody James 
J. Williams, Wilham Pettibone, and Thomas 
Connor, who on the night of Nov. 25 broke into 
the Bay State Shoe and Leather Company’s 
building in the grounds ot the Kings County 
Penitentiary and stole from the bookkeeper’s 
desk $2,904. The credit of getting the first clue 
to the thieves is due to Detective James F. Val- 
leiy, of the Twentieth Precinct. Five days be- 
fore the robbery this wide-awake young officer 
was on the watch at Twenty-sixth-street and 
Tenth-avenue, when he saw Williams, who is 
also known as ** Whitey,’ and McKeon, a no- 
torious thief, talking with Pettibone. The lat- 
ter was unknown to Vallely, but the officer was 
curiovs about the stranger. Meeting Williams 
later in the eyening he found him so drunk that 
it was easy to‘‘pump”’ him. Williams at first 
pretended not to know Pettibone, but after 
awhile said: “‘He’s nothing. He ain’t a ‘crook.’ 
He worked in the shoe shop when I was ‘doing’ 
my ‘bit’ in the ‘pen’ in Brooklyn.” t last 
Williams waxed mysteriously confidential and 
hinted: ** There'll be skyrockets over there some 
day.” 

Complying with the rule which requires offi- 
cers of Vailely’s grade to report ali suspicious 
circumstances at Headquarters, he went to In- 
spector Byrnes and relating what had occurred 
Buggested that some villainy was on foot. The 
record of Williams was hunted up, and it was 
found that he had served aterm of 10 years for 
highway robbery, and that two years ago he 
went to the Kings County Penitentiary fora 
year and a half for larceny. Between these 
terms a detective attempted to arrest him at 
Nineteenth-street and Tenth-avenue for stealing 
a horse, but Williams, after firing two shots at 
the officer, broke away and would have escaped 
but for a fali while scaling a fence. He was 
picked up insensible, and at the Roosevelt Hos- 
pital it was found that he hada brokenarm. In 
spite of this he escaped from the hospital, only 
to be arrested just as he was able to use his arm 
again. 

Inspector Byrnes detailed Roundsman Stephen 
Carmick and Detective Sergeant Silas W. Rogers 
to aid Vallely in searching Williams’s house at 
No. 501 West Twenty-second-street, to see who 
Pettibone was and who his otherassociates were. 
They were instructed not to press Williams too 
closely, and to quit his tracks if he went far 
nway from home, as they could always pick up 
the trail there. It then happened that on the 
evening of Nov. 25 they followed him a little 
way from his residence and let him go. Next 
day nothing in his acts warranted any decisive 
action, but on Thanksgiving Day, when he was 
suspected of the robbery at the shoe shops, Pet- 
tibone called at his house. That night, acting 
under instructions, Valiely confronted Williams 
and taxed him with therobbery. He by degrees 
admitted that he knew all about it, but denied 
that he had a hand in it. 

Vallely took Williams to Inspector Byrnes’s 
private residence, and he was encouraged to 
talk. He gave what is known in police parlance 
asa‘ ghost story,’ implicating in the robbery 
men who, w*th the exception of one, could have 
had nothing todo with it. When he believed 
thut he had completely hoodwinked the In- 
spector he was released, and he was under the 
impression that he had been arrested on specu- 
lation. Steps were immediately taken to watch 
Williams and his associates more closely, and the 
officers engaged in the case were reinforced by 
Sergt. William S. Devery, of the Sixteenth Pre- 
cinct, because he thoroughly knew the neigb- 
borhood in which Williams lived. The officers, 
with the Inspector, watched Friday and Satur- 
day night from among the lumber piles across 
the street from Williams’s house to see if he met 
his associates, and particularly Pettibone. 

Sunday night Detective Sergeant Thomas 
Hickey was called into the case, and he, 
Devery, Carmick, Vallely, and Rogers were 
able to get into a lumber yard that command- 
ed a better view of Eleventh-avenue and the 
approaches to it. The officers lay on the top of 
the pile of lumber and saw Pettibone leave a 
Bieecker-street car and walk up Eleventh-avenue 
to Twenty-fourth-street, where he met three 
persons, one of whom was Williams. They con- 
versed earnestly until Williams led Pettibone 
across the street under a lumber pile, on the top 
of which Carmick and Rogers, disguised as *“long- 
shoremen, lay. They saw Williams hand what 
appeared to be a small package to Petti- 
bone. Then Williams’s party dispersed, and 
the officers tracked ettibone to No. 29 
Pulaski-street, Brooklyn, and found out 
his nameand allabout him. The police knew 
nothing of him. For eight years he had been 
employed as shoe cutter, at a salary of $l6a 
week, in the Kings County Penitentiary shop by 
the Bay State Shoe and Leather Company, and it 
was surmised that he planned the robbery and 
had it executed. The watch on Williams was 
kept up, and Monday night he was passing along 
Tenth-avenue with “Tommy” Armor,a petty 
thief, who lives at Twenty-sixth-street and 
Tenth-avenue, when Inspector Byrnes, Detect- 
ives Hickey, Deyery, and Rogers sprang on them, 
and in a minute pistols had been taken from 
their pockets and handcuffs were on their wrists. 
At 1 A. M. they were in cells at the Central 
Office. 

Then Inspector Byrnes sent Vallely and 
Rogers to Pulaski-street, Brooklyn, and Petti- 
bone was arrested when he left his home to go 
to work at the shoe shop. At Police Head- 
quarters, in this city, he broke down, and vied 
wita Williams in confessing all he knew and had 
done. His story was that Williams worked 
next to his bench—in the shoe shop convicts are 
sandwiched between free workmen--and little 
by little they became intimate. Williams un- 
folded to him a plan he bad conceived for rob- 
hing the Bay State Shoe and Leather Company. 
He had decided, if he could get help “on the 
inside,’ to commit the robbery when he lett the 
prison. 

Pettibone became interested in the scheme and 
consented to play the part of the inside man. 
Williams was discharged from the jail the lat- 
ter part of September, and the robbery was to 
have taken place in a tew days, but he was 
arrested on an old charge and lay in the Tombs 
until three weeks ago, when the plan was again 
discussed. Pettibone was to cut two bars ina 
window over Carroll-street and let down a string 
to which a rope would be attached, drawn up 
and fastened around another bar, so that the 
thieves could draw themselves up to the window 
where the bars were sawed. When all was ready 
Pettibone’s courage failed him. He consented 
to give information as to whether the money 
was putin the safe or the bookkeeper’s desk, 
but he asked Williams to get another man to 
take an active part in the robbery. This was 
acreed to, and on the afternoon of Nov. 25 Petti- 
bone came to New-York toinform Williams that 
the money to pay the employes of the Bay Stute 
Company had arrived, and that they were to be 
paid the next day as Thursday was Thanks- 

iving. 

P There was an arrangement made to meet in 
Broadway, between Second and Third streets, 
Brooklyn, at 8 o’clock that night. Williams 
rame with three men, one of whom was Connor. 
The others have not yet been arrested, but will 
be. Pettibone went with the burglars to Ful- 
ton-street and Nostrand-avenue. There Will- 
jams said that the **job’’ would be over by 11 if 
all went well, and told Pettibone to wait. Petti- 
bone had not sawed the bars or left the string 
dangling, so that Williams and his confederates 
lost much time in breaking into the place. 
Pettibone, fearing that they had been arrested 
or been interrupted and had to flee, went home. 
Thanksgiving night he went to Williams’s house 
to get his share of the plunder. He was told 
that the division had not taken place, but that 
he would get $500. Sunday night, when he was 
under the lumber pile, Williams handed him 
$140. and told him he would get the balance dur- 
ing the week. 

Williams corroborated Pettibone in nearly 
every particular. When he arrived at the shoe 
shop he tried to get the string around the bars 
of a window sg0 as to draw a rope up with it by 
throwing an india rubber ball to which a string 
was attached at the window. But the string 
broke, leaving the ball at the window. After 
much trouble the burglars cut bars out of anoth- 
er window, and, going to the office, broke open 
the bookkeeper’s desk and stole the money. 
There was one package of $2,500, and the 
rest was in envelopes and change. 
Some of the tools used were thrown in 
a pond near theshoe shop. The “job” was not 
over until 3:30 A. M.,andthe burglars did not 
touch the safe as they believed there was no 
money in it. The money was divided in New- 
York at 6 o’clock that morning near the fence 
where Connor and Williams were arrested. 

The prisoners were remanded at the Tombs 
Poiice Court yesterday, and Inspector Byrnes 
gave the Brooklyn police the location of the 
pond where the tools were thrown, and they wiil 
lookfor them. Some of the money will be re- 
covered, as $1,300 of it was put into different 
banks. 





WISHING TO BUILD KIOSES. 

The Common Council Committee on 
Streets listened to a number of gentlemen yes- 
terday who are anxious to get permission to put 
news stands, which they call kiosks, upon the 
streets of New-York. Ex-Senator Kiernan ap- 


peared for the Manhattan Kiosk Company, of 
which George F. Williams is President; G. L. 
Simonson for the American Kiosk Company; 
Charles A. O’xourke for himself, and Luke 
Cozans for the owners of existing news 
stands. Mr. Kiernan said he didn’t care to say 
anything for his company, its petition speaking 
for itself. Mr. Simonson exhibited photographs 
of the stands his company had in view. Thecom- 
any was arranging to erect stands in Chicago. 
t proposed to put up ornaroental stands and 
rent them to newsdealers. The stands would 
have telegraphic communication and be lighted 
with gas or electricity. Police and fire alarms 
would be placed in each, and the buildings, which 
would be constructed of papier maché, would be 
very ornamental. ; 
“We offer.” suid the lawyer, ‘to pay the city

MYSTERIOUS DR. DE CASTRO, 


NOT A NOBLEMAN, BUT AN EDUCATED 
DANISH ADVENTURER, 

Cutcaco, Dec. 2.—Dr. Ferdinand De 
Castro, who committed suicide in Newark, N. J., 
on Sunday last, was wel! known in Chicago, but 
A. f. Spencer, his father-in-law, has refused to 
give his history, fearing that its recital would 
affect the children. Otto and Fritz Gellerup, 
two nephews of the doctor, who are intelligent 
young men,in business at No. 76 North Clark- 
street, have thrown considerable light on the 
mysterious physician’s career. It seems that 
his real name was Ferdinand Kastrup, and 
instead of being an Italian Count or a 
Spanish nobleman he was the son of 
a very respectable and wealthy Danish 
merchant, who some years ago did an extensive 
business in Copenhagen. He gave his son acom- 
mon school education, and then sent him to col- 
lege. Ferdinand graduated and spent several 
years at home, after which he was given a wel!- 
filled purse and toid to spend several years in 
travel, which he did, making a tour of the world. 
In 1865 Kastrup returned to Copenhagen, at the 
age of 30, and founda terrible epidemic in the 
nature of cholera raging in the city, and the popu- 
laceinterror. Seeking an audience with the King 
of Denmark, the young man eloquently pictured 
the misery of the suffering people, and urged the 
establishment of soine popular amusement that 
would attract their attention. He suggested an 
ethnological museum and fair, representing that 
his wide travel had qualified him to manage an 
affair of this kind. The King fell into his idea, 
and furnished most of the money for its execu- 
tion. The result of Kastrup’s efforts was a 
grand success, the people flocking to see the 
exhibition, and money rolling into’ the 
treasury. At its close Kastrup decamped 
with the thousands of dollars that had been 
taken in, and came to this country, where he cut 
a great swell for a time asa foreign nobleman. 
In 1870 his father died and left him $30,000. He 
went to Copenhagen, claimed the legacy, mar- 
ried a lady of excellent birth. and came to Amer- 
ica. The next heard trom him he had purchased 
afarm near Waukegan, Iil., calling it Martha’s 
Orchard, after his wife, and here he enter- 
tained regally. While on the farm his 
wife died, and soon he married a 
daughter of ex-Mayor Spencer, of this city. 
Then he disappeared, leaving numerous depts 
behind him, and turned up again in Milwaukee 
in 1873, where he blossomed out as Dr. Ferdinand 
De Castro. He had never studied medicine, 
but he played the part well. Again he ran away 
from his debts, and the Gellerups heard no more 
of him until his suicide was announced. Kastrup 
was able tospeak five languages and was a fine 
musician. His nephews intimate that drink was 
the chief one of his failings. 
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A NEW STEAMSHIP. 
a a 
DESCRIPTION OF THE SENECA OF THE OLD 
DOMINION LINE. 

NorFouk, Va., Dec. 2.—The new steam- 
ship Seneca. of the Old Dominion Line, isin port. 
She isa magnificent vessel, being 25 per cent. 
larger than the Roanoke and 10 feet longer. Her 
gross tonnage is 2,724 tons, or 1,911 tons net, with 
a capacity for carrying 6,000 bales of compressed 
cotton or 26,000 barrels of truck. Sheis 290 feet 
in length over all, 283 feet at the water line, and 
42 feet breadth of beam. She is 36 feet from 
her keel to the top of the joiner work of her 
spar deck. The steamer is fitted with compound 
surface-condensing engines, with a high-pressure 
cylinder of 41 inches in diameter, and a low- 


pressure cylinder of 81 inches, each with a stroke 
of 54 inches. Each has slide valves, with ad- 
justable cut-offs, and, at a pressure of 100 
pounds of steam, can work up to 65 revolu- 
tions per minute. She has four tubular boilers, 
each 14 feet 6 inches in diameter and 12 feet 
long, with 38-inch tubes 8 feet long. Each boiler 
has three furnaces each 51 inches in clear diame- 
ter. The journal boxes are of phosphor bronze, 
and all the latest improvements and appliances 
have been siipplied. The screw is solid, with a 
diameter of 16 feet3 inches and a pitch of 25 
feet 3inches. The engines can work up to 2,000 
The ship is lighted throughout 
with the Edison electric light, there being in all 136 
burners furnished by two dynamos driven by an 
independent engine. The engine room, boiler 
room, and kitchen are each inclosed by boiler 
iron, which extends above the upper deck, the 
former being again inciosed with joiner work, 
with an air space between to prevent 
the wood touching the iron at any place 
and thus becoming overheated. The saloon can 
accommodate 42 passengers, and is beautifully 
finished in black walnut, mahogany, and Hun- 
garian ash, with every accessory which taste 
and a desire to afford comfort and convenience 
ean furnish. Tne Seneca was built by John 
Roach at Chester, Penn., under the immediate 
direction of Capt. H. A. Bourne, Superintendent 
of the line,and of Mr. Sloate, the Superintend- 
ing Engineer. The ship is spoken of by Mr. 
Roach as one of the finest and best arranged of 
herclass he has yet built. She made the run 
from New-York to Newport News in 21 hours, 
but did not develop over half her power, and 
was also delayed by the adjustment of her com- 
passes on the trip. It is expected that she can 
make the trip in 18 hours. She is commanded by 
Capt. Walker, formerly of the ship Uld Do- 
minion. 
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A HANDSOME MEDAL FOR CURLERS. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 2.—Alexander 
Mitchell bas notified the National Curling Asso- 
ciation that he intends presenting it with a hand- 
some and valuable medal to be played for annu- 
ally by the clubs having membership in the 
organization. The association has aiready one 
medal, the Gordon medal, which is thus con- 


tested for. The Gordon medal is played for be- 
tween the curling clubs of the East and West in 
alternate years. The Mitchell medal will be 
played for in the West while the Gordon medal 
is being played for in the East and vice 
versa. The medal will be the costliest and 
handsomest ever made in the West. The 
medal proper will be of 18-carat gold, circular in 
form, and two inches in diameter, the raised 
parts being half an inch in thickness, Sur- 
rounding the portion of the disk technically 
known as the field will be a raised border, 
ornamented with Scotch thistles, the flower of 
each thistle being wrought in red gold, and the 
other portionsin green gold. The border will 
serve asaframe to a spirited picture ofa curl- 
ing scene, which will occupy the field. Four 
curlers will be represented as the _ figures 
of a pretty Winter landscape. The _ ice 
upon which they are at play will be imitated in 
polished gold. Bloodstones inset will represent 
their curling “‘stanes.”’ The snow-covered hills 
inthe background will be wrought of frosted 
gold. The medal will be surmounted by a spread 
eagle of gold, with diamond eyes, clasping in its 
talons a pair of heather brooms. The medal 
will be played for in the East this season.

Next the plaintiff 
gota verdict by default for $7,500, and the case 
went to the Court of Appeals, where the default 
was opened anda new trial ordered, which was 
commenced here yesterday.

KILLED IN A COLLIERY. 
POTTSVILLE, Penn., Deo. 2. — Ashland 
Lawrence Barrett,an expert miner and prom- 
inent mine contractor, was killed this afternoon 
at the Centralia Colliery, owned and operated by 
L. A. Riley & Co., by a heavy fall of top coal. 


Barrett had charge of the opening up of new 
breasts and other improvements at this colliery. 
He entered the mine about 2 o’clock and began 
an examination of the new work. He haé scarce- 
ly entered the breast when 12 or 15 tons of top 
coal rushed down upon him. Three hours were 
consumed in recovering his body from the mass 
of stuff under which he was buried.

ONE YEAR FOR BIGAMY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 2.—William M. Me- 
Atee pleaded guilty in the Quarter Sessions 
Court to-day to a charge of bigamy. It was 
testified that on Feb. 18 of this year he married 
Annie Coakley at Polo, Iil.,and on April 3 he 
again went through the form of marriage with 
Addie Y. Sigmund, of this city.

BE CAST TO-MORROW. 

ALBANY, Dec. 2.—The Electoral College 
of this State met in the Senate Chamber at 4 
o’clock this afternoon. All the Electors were 
present and sat in a semicircle. On each desk 
was a placard bearing the name of an Elector 
and the district he represented. Among the gen- 
tlemen spectators present were Dr. David Mur- 
ray, Attorney-General O’Brien, James Shana- 
han, Col. M. C. Murphy, Francis Lynde Stetson, 
and Judge Miller. A large delegation of ladies 
were present. At 4 o’clock Secretary of State 
Carr rapped the college to order, using 
a gavel the handle of which was made 
of mahogany from the staircase in the 
old Capitol, and the head of the oak from 
which the furniture in the Court of Appeals 
room in the new Capitol was made. At the 
same time the electrolier was lighted, and the 
scene presented was a brilliant one. Secretary 
of State Carr then said: ‘*‘ The hour having ar- 
rived, fixed by the law of this State, for the 
Electors chosen at the last general election to 
assemble and organize, preparatory to voting 
for President and Vice-President of the United 
States, I therefore, in compliance with the 
custom which makes it the duty of the Secre- 
tary of State to preside over your preliminary 
organization, request the Electors to be in 
order.” The Rey. Joseph N. Mulford, of Troy, 
then invoked the Divine blessing in the follow- 
ing words: 

‘Oh, Lord, our Heavenly Father, we invoke 
Thy blessing upon this assembly, to whom is 
committed the exercise of the choice of this Com- 
monwealth in the election of President and Vice- 
President of these United States. Direct and 
prosper the business of this preliminary session, 
so that the Electoral College may be duly organ- 
ized in peace and equity. May we realize the 
sanctity investing constitutional modes of pro- 
cedure and appreciate the privilege of living in 
a land where the will of the people, expressed 
through these modes, is so sacredly guarded and 
obeyed. Bless him who shall be chosen as the 
Chief Magistrate of the Nation; grant that his 
Administration may be ordered with such wise 
judgment that prosperity may prevail through- 
out all our borders and the land be at peace with 
the nations of the earth. Inspire,O Lord, the 
heart of this youthful Nation to follow after 
truth and justice, that the blessings we have re- 
ceived from our forefathers may be continued 
to us and our Jand established in righteousness 
through all generations. For the sake of Jesus 
Christ, our Saviour, amen.” 

Deputy Secretary of State Anson S. Wood then 
called the list of Electors; all were present. 
As he called them a second time in sections of 
six, they appeared in the centre of the roor and 
took the ironclad oath on the Bible, being sworn 
by Gen. Carr. Mr. Ottendorfer moved that Eu- 
gene Kelly act as President of the college. This 
was seconded by Mr. Easton. Messrs. Otten- 
dorfer and Priest were selected to conduct Mr. 
Kelly to the chair. Mr. Kelly said: 

“It is with much pleasure that I tender you m 
sincere acknowledgments for the honor whic 
you have conferred upon me to act and preside 
over your deliberations. There is nothing which 
Ican say that will be very appropriate on this 
occasion. I should have been much more pleased 
had some other gentleman been selected, but as 
our object is business and action, I will only 
again beg to thank you andask your further 
pleasure.” 

On motion of Mr. Agnew, Charles W. Dayton 
was chosen Secretary, and on motion of Mr. 
Easton, William F. Creed was selected as Assist- 
ant Secretary. Then, vor motion of Mr. Priest, 
the college adjourned until to-morrow morning 
at 10 o’clock.

‘Sleepy 
Joe” confessed to having escaped from the In- 
diana Penitentiary about a year and a half ago 
by donning a laborer’s garb and deceiving the 
guards. Tbe reward for his arrest has been ‘paid 
to the Milwaukee detectives. 


BURGLARS AT ROTTERDAM. 

ScHENECTADY, N. Y., Dee. 2.—Two men 
forced an entrance Sunday night into the house 
of the Misses Schermerhorn, at Rotterdam. One 
of the ladies heard the men, and, going to the 
door, which was locked, asked them what they 
wanted. One of them answered that they want-

TEN MINUTES FROM FREEDOM, 


FORGER CONDICT LOCKS UP THE JAILERS 

AND MAKES A BOLD ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE, 

Edward A. Condict, of Orange, who ig 
known as an expert forger and check operator, 
was arrested some time ago in Jersey City, He 
ha@ swindled merchants with bogus and raised 
checks. Pending trial he was committed to jail 
in default of bail. Two fashionably dressed 
women have visited him regularly since his im- 
prisonment. One, he said, was his sister. The 
other wus supposed to be his wife. 

Early yesterday morning there was unusual 
commotion in the jail. Jailer Joyce, who usual- 
ly finds it possible to sleep through all the clam- 
ors of the corridors, could notendure the shrieks 

. that this time greeted his ears, and, rising from 
bed, he shouted through a port hole looking 
down into the prisoners’ corridor that the noise 
must be stopped or some one would get hurt. 
As he was about to return to his bed he recog- 
nized one voice he heard as that of Michael Fitz- 
patrick, one of the night hall men. 

‘** Phat’s de mather wid yes?” asked Joyce. 

‘Sure, it’s mesel’ that’s locked 1n a cell, Mr. 
Joyce,” was the answer that came back. 

The jailer called his jail lieutenants to his side 
and hastened down stairs. Both the night hall 
men were prisoners. They had gone into two 
of the cells to rest, and had apparently fallen 
asleep. The iron barred doors had been closed 
upon them and fastened with a padlocked chain. 
At the end of the corridor the jailer noticed a 
black curtain had been swung. It covered the 
door of the closet, but as the wall at that point 
is painted black it would not have been ob- 
served ata distance. The jailersaw that a light 
was blazing behind the curtain. Drawing it 
quickly aside he surprised Condict with a steel 
saw in his hand. 

“Oh, pshaw,” said the forger, ‘I’m sorry you 
caught me. If you had given me ten minutes 
longer I would have been a free man.” 

Advancing he placed the saw in Jailer Joyce's 
hands as a sign of surrender. When he had been 
secured his cell was searched. William White- 
head, an Englishman, who ha‘ shared the cell 
with him lay on thecotin deep sleep. The sus- 
Ppicion is that Condict had drugged him. Con- 
cealed in the corners were a rope ladder 20 feet 
jong with 12 rungsanda dozen brace saws of 
the finest temper. With them he had sawed his 
way out of hiscell. Once in the water closet 
he had but to throw his rope ladder to the 
skylight overhead, saw away two slim iron bars 
that protected it, and escape. He was evidently 
preparing todo this when Joyce surprised and 
captured him. The jail officials profess perfect 
ignorance as to the manner in which the large 
and necessarily bulky supply of tools had peen 
smuggled into the jail. 

Judge Knapp, of the Supreme Court, takes the 
view that there was gross carelessness some- 
where, and in opening the December term of the 
County Court yesterday morning specially di- 
rected the Grand Jury to investigate the matter 
thoroughly. 

Condict isa handsome, muscular fellow. It is 
not known that he has ever been in State prison, 
but he was once arrested in New-York for forg- 
ing a check. He was acquitted, however, on 
that charge. In Jersey City last October a forged 
check purporting to bear the signature of one 
of Grocer Finck’s customers was cashed by the 
grocer. It was taken to him by a boy with 
a note requesting him to cash it. An hour 
later a butcher named Dean lodged infor- 
mation with the police of a similar trans- 
action, of which he had been the victim. 
Detective Pearson finally captured Condict. 
He has been indicted, and says his attempt to es- 
cape was due to the fact that he had got tired of 
waiting fora trial. He denied that he had any 
confederates in the jail.and refused to give the 
names of the two women who had beea his fre- 
quent visitors since he was imprisoned. Chief 
of Police Murphy says that Condict is doubt- 
less one of a gang of shrewd check forgers who 
have operated successfully in several of the cities 
inthe country. They have got the names of resi- 
dents in the better parts of the cities from the 
directories; then they hang around houses till the 
wagons of the tradesmen call; take the trades- 
men’s names, and then send to them the checks 
bearing the names of their customers. Condict 
had the names of 200 residents of Jersey City on 

.& Memorandum in his pocket at the time of his 
arrest. He is a man of good address and thor- 
ough education, and is said to belong to a highly 
respectable family of Orange, N. J. 

His attempt to escape has called attention to 
the freedom with which visitors are allowed to 
visit the jail. Cards from Freeholders admitting 
“bearer and friends’ are presented at the jail 
at all hoursof the day andnight. The jailer, 
who holds his office as the gift of the Freenold- 
ers, admits the crowd rather than offend the 
Freeholder whose signature the card bears. In 
the jail at present are two murderers, two others 
charged with manslaughter, and no end of pris- 
oners charged with rape and burglary. 





LOOKING AFTER NUISANCES. 

At the meeting of the Board of Health 
yesterday a report on east side nuisances by 
Dr. Samuel A. Goldschmidt, Inspector of Offen- 
sive Trades in the Second Sanitary Division, 
were considered. The nuisance district is 
bounded by Thirty-ninth and Forty-seventh 
streets, First-avenue and the East River. It 
contains 44 slaughter houses, 26 hide yards, 3 cat- 
tle yards, 4 head butchers’ places, 1 manure 
dump, 1 garbage dump, and 11 rendering estab- 
lishments, viz.: 2 ** butter’? factories, which are 
closed temporarily, 3 oleomargarine factories, 
also closed, 4 tallow establishments, 1 blood dry- 
ing factory, and 1 bone yard. The fat rendering 
establishments are on the brink of §the river. 
All the buildings are saturated with noisome 
matter, which is noticeable 300 or400 feet away. 
Much of the bad odor comes from defective 
machinery for carrying off condensea vapor 
from fat rendering establishments. Some of the 
smelis can be traced to Hunter’s Point. The 
places are kept in fair sanitary condition. The 
Sanitary Superintendent was directed to cause 
a daily inspection of all places on which stable 
straw and manure are dumped, and to report 
daily whether the regulations of the Board of 
Health respecting the dumping and storage of 
manure are complied with. It was also ordered 
that the progress made in removing accumula- 
tions of manure be reported. The Consolidated 
Gas Company was directed to abate a nuisance 
caused by faulty apparatus at its works at the 
foot of West Forty-second-street. The exam- 
ination of tenement houses is to be continued. 





ELECTION INSPECTORS ARRESTED. 

On a bench warrant issued by Judge 
Benedict, in the Unitea States Circuit Court 
four Inspectors of Election—John W. Benson, of 
No. 29 Christopher-street; James K. Aigner, No. 
232 West Twelfth-street; James E. Baird, No. 168 
West Tenth-street, and John Angus, No. 182 
Waverley-place—and a policeman, John G. Tay- 
lor, of the Ninth Precinct, were arrested on Mon- 
day night for interfering with Election Super- 
visors on Nov. 4. After the closing of the polls 
on that day the Supervisors in tbe Eleventh Elec- 
tion District of the Seventh Assembly District 
wanted to count the ballots with the In- 
spectors. The latter objected, and refused to 
allow the Supervisors, Alexander V. Campbell 
and James Logan, to count the ballots until 
they had got through with them. The Super- 
visors then called upon Officer Taylor to aid 
them, but he refused to have anything to do 
with the matter. Supervisor Campbell there- 
upon made a complaint,and the United States 
Grand Jury found indictments. The men were 
all bailed yesterday in $2,500 each before United 
States Commissioner Shields, Coroner Martin, 
Alderman Jacobus, and Capt. Copeland being 
three of the bondsmen.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Let me show to-day the folly—I might 
almost say the flagrant impudence—of taxing 
an article of food like potatoes 15 cents per 
bushel. Nothing will illustrate the wickedness 
of our war taxes in time of peace better than 
this potato duty. Of course, during the war, 
when it was good policy to get revenue out of 
taxation, and a patriotic people cheerfully re- 
sponded to being taxed,a taxon the cheapest 
and most universal! food was in perfect order; 
yet common sense and common decency ought 
to have induced our lawmakers to abolish this 
tax long ago. Hut we are still paying 15 cents a 


bushel on foreign imported potatoes, not for 
the purpose of raising revenue, which is not 
needed, but for the sole purpose of protecting 
the aristocratic raised potatoes of Maine, New- 
Hampshire, and Vermont. 

Let me show how this tax works: In 1882 
there was a potato famine in the United States, 
and we actually imported 8,788,308 bushels of 
foreign potatoes, on which we paid a duty of 15 
cents a bushel, and the potato tax on foreign 
potatoes alone during that year amounted to 
$1,318,246. Now, let us investigate this injustice 
right here. Of course the value of potatoes had 
risen already to a high price on account of the 
failure of the crop, and we actually clapped a 
war tax on famine prices and made this common 
food still dearer. Can such a folly, such an out- 
rage, be conceivable ? ; 

Jn 1883 potatoes were more plentiful at home, 
and we oniy imported 2,356,965 bushels potatoes 
from abroad, and during that year we only ex- 
acted $353,544 as a tax from the people for eating 
foreign potatoes, whereas in 1883-4, when we 
had a good crop, we only imported 865,367 bush- 
els potatoes, the duty on which is less than 
$13,000. This year, 1884-5, we have made a very 
large crop of potatoes, as indeed the rest 
of the world did, and of course our im- 
ports of that tood will be little or noth- 
ing. Now, when the potato crop in_ 1882 
was a failure here, the tax on the foreign 
article and the protection to the home-grown 
producer was useless, because the farmer had 
either none to sell or he received a high price al- 
ready for the potatoes he was fortunate enough 
toraise. And now, when potatoes are as plenti- 
ful as they can possibly be, the home com- 
petition takes good care that the price is so low 
that a fifteen-cent tax or a dollar tax is perfectly 
useless or impotent to raise the price of potatoes 
at home. Why.then, do we keep this foolish 
war tax on the statute book, which does not pro- 
tect the farmer in times of plenty and only taxes 
the whole people in times of a potato famine, 
without being able to relieve even the farmer 
then of a crop failure? But the real reason isa 
selfish piece of class legislation and clearly for 
supposed sectionai advantage. Four of the New- 
England States raised in 1880 the following 
amount of potatoes: 

Bushels.

New-Hampshire raised 8,358,828 
Vermont raised... ....... Puch Orkeretces) vascee 4,438,172 
Connecticut raised 2,584,262 


Now the amount of potatoes used in the United 
States is about three and a half bushels per 
capita. The population of the above four States 
being, in 1880, 1,950,918, it follows that our friends 
in the four States named had some 11,000,000 
bushels of potatoes surplus to dispose of annu- 
ally, and they fondly hope or imagine that a tax 
of 15 cents a bushel on foreign potatoes will give 
them that enhanced value, and put some 
$1.650,000 home tax into their pockets. That 
in general a mirage and delu- 
sion I have shown, although to some ex- 
tent it may work occasionally to the 
advantage of these potato growers. But, sup- 
pose it does. If we assume that this protection 
gives the potato growers a clear home tax of 
over $1,500,000 per annum, is 1t not on that very 
account an outrage and an oppressive tax on the 
poorest of our population? What justification 
would there be for sucha food tax? The only 
justification advanced is that protection is a 
sacred institution and system, which must be 
kept up, not for revenue purposes, or even pro- 
tective purposes, but simply as a strong cable, 
which, if only one link o¢ itis broken or struck 
off, makes the cable defective. So, if protection 
on potatoes is omitted the whole protection 
cable is thereby injured. It is indeed a rascally 
system, and well worthy of its parentage, the 
Pirates of ** Tarifa,’”’ who invented it five or six 
centuries ago.

AN ASH HEAP. 


A SKELETON IN 
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WHAT WAS . FOUND ‘IN A SUBCELLAR IN: 


FRANKFORT-STREET. ; 

While several workmen were cleaning 
out asubcellar at No. 20 Frankfort-street, be- 
neath the Carleton House, yesterday afternoon 
about 4 o’clock, they came across a human hand 
protruding from an ash heap. Scraping away 
the ashes to a depth of six inches, a human skel- 
eton was disclosed to their astonished eyes. One 
glance at the mass of human bones, tattered 
clothing, and ashes was sufficient to make clear 
that it was theskeleton of a woman. She lay on 
her back, close to the wall, with the left leg 


stretched out straight and the other doubled up 
beneath her. The shoulders were in a crumped 
position, and the head was bent far back, ais- 
closing the throat, which was full and round. 
Over the skeieton, which was about 5 feet 4 
inches in length, were shreds of a reddish worst- 
ed dress and calico underskirt. The left hand, 
which lay across the breust, was delicately 
formed, and the fingers were slender and taper- 
ing. One leg was broken at the knee by a shovel 
in removing it, but the other was stretched out 
in its norma) position. Upon it were the rem- 
nants of a striped stocking, and it ended 
ina foot extremely small, siender, and shape- 
ly. She had neither hat nor shoes. Over the 
head a shawl of some reddish material was drawn 
and tied at the throat with a string. When re- 
moved it disclosed the face of a woman who was 
probably younger than 380. It was of an oval 
shape, rather full, with high cheek bones, small, 
well-shaped mouth and nose, and a high, straight 
forehead. This, with the throat, was the only 
portion ot which anything but the bones was 
left. These looked much like the features of a 
mummy. Norings or ornaments were found. 
The skeleton was placed on a litter and carried 
to the Fourth Precinct Station-house, and Cor- 
oner Merkie was notiried. ; 

Who she is, what she is, how she came there, 
and how long she had been there, are all ques- 
tions difficult to answer. The proprietor of the 
Carleton House said that the celiar did not be- 
long to the hotel, but was connected with the 
whole building, which was the property of the 
Charles T, Cromwell estate. Contractor John A. 
Hays had engaged to clean out the cellar, and his 
men they were who discovered the skeleton. The 
clerk in the Carleton House was positive that the 
cellar had not been used in the last five years as 
a receptacle for ashes. There is an entrance 
from Frankfort-street, down two flights of 
steps, to a heavy door. Boys were accustomed 
to take their dogs down there, he said, to 
save them from the pound, and had _ hid- 
den barrels in the cellar for bonfires, un- 
til the last campaign, when they became 
such nuisances that the door was locked. Pre- 
vious to that it had alwaysremained open. There 
were entrances to the cellar on the inside from 
every adjoining building. There were no marks 
of violence on the worman’s head or throat, 
though the features were somewhat flattened on 
account of a heavy cobblestone which was found 
lying against the face. The body, however, 
might have been pierced with wounds and they 
never be discovered because of its decayed con- 
dition. The most probable theory suggested is 
that it is the skeleton of some poor outcast who 
wandered down the steps in scarch of shelter and 
died years ago. On each side of her were mounds of 
asbes from which the particles may have settled 
and covered her. Several detectives are looking 
up the case, and the skeleton is stilllying at the 
station house awaiting removal to the Morgue,

DISCUSSIONS OF RIFLEMEN. 

The National Rifle Association held a

INSIDE CENTRAL PACIFIC! 


DAVID STEWART'S SUIT AGAINST 
HUNTINGTON. 

THE RETRIAL BEGUN, WITH MR. CHOATE’S 
PRESENTATION OF THE CASE AND THE 
PLAINTIFF'S STORY. 

When the Supreme Court, Part I., was 
rapped to order by Judge Van Vorst yesterday 
morning, the General Term room, in which the 
court was held, was crowced with men anxious 
to witness the opening of the case of David 
Stewart against C. P. Huntington, Mark Hop- 
kins, Leland Stanford, and Charles Crocker, in 
which an old New-York merchant is seeking to 
recover $76,106, claimed to be due on a stock 
transaction of 1870. The case had been tried in 
May. 1888, but on that occasion the-jury dis- 
agreed, and the new trial had been postponed 
from time to time until finally it was set down 
peremptorily for yesterday. Joseph H. Choate, 
of Evarts, Southmayd & Choate, represents the 
plainti€ in the action, and beside him at 
the lawyers’ table sat Ger. Lloyd Aspin- 
wall and William Paton, who have similar suits 
on the calendar against Mr. Huntington. 
Francis N. Bangs ard Roscoe Conkling appear 
for the defendant. They sat racing the jury, 


Mr. Bangs studying the testimony in the former’ 
trial, while Mr. Conkling took occasional notes 
of theopening address of Mr. Choate. Behind 
these distinguished counsellors sat Collis P. 
Huntington, the defendant, a powerfully built 
man, with hair and whiskers in which streaks of 
iron gray are fast becoming plentiful. He wore 
a black skull cap, and ieaned upon a heavy gold- 
headed cane, watching narrowly the court, the 
lawyers, and the jury throughout the day. The 
legal encounters which the spectators expected 
between the opposing counsel were almost en- 
tirely wanting yesterday, neither Mr. Bangs nor 
Mr. Conkling showing any annoyance at the oc- 
casional thrusts of Mr. Choate, and with the ex- 
ception of one or two sarcastic retorts there was 
nothing to amuse the crowd that filled the court 
room. , ’ i 

An hour was consumed in selecting a jury 
satisfactory to the opposing counsel. Mr. Choate 
subjected every man called to the box to a series 
ot searching questions. tie wanted to know if 
any of them had been “mysteriously ap- 
proached” since they were summoned for duty; 
if they knew Mr. Huntington, Jay Gould, or 
Russell Sage; if they had read Mr. Hunting- 
ton's published works on how to manage Con- 
gress; if they had ever served in Congress or 
ever been interested in a construction company 
to build a railroad. On the answers to these 
questions he excused two of the jurors. 
When he had _ concluded Mr. 3Zangs = ad- 
dressed a few words to the jury. “Have 
any of you,” he -asked, “ gained the 
impression from what the counsel has 
said that Jay Gould or Russell Sage has any- 
thing to do with this case? If so allow me to 
assure you that neither of these gentlemen is in 
any way interested init. Have you gained the 
impression that Mr. Huntington has published a 
disreputable book? Ifso I willsubmit the pub- 
lished letters of my client to you, and I am sure 
you will agree with me that they are in every 
Way creditable to him. In the opinion of Mr. 
Huntington’s counsel the questions of the 
learned gentleman are an impertinent attempt 
on his part to prejudice the jury before the case 
is before them.” Mr. Bangs excused two more 
jurors. and the box was finally filled with 12 men 
satisfactory to both sides. 

Then Mr. Bangs submitted a proposition to 
the court that, asthe complaint was brought 
against four defendants—Collis P. Huntington, 
Leland Stanford, Mark Hopkins, and Charles 
Crocker—and only one of the defendants had 
been served, the case was not ina condition to 
be triea by a jury. Judge Van Vorst ruled this 
point not well taken and gave an exception to 

r. Bangs. 

Mr. Choate then began his opening address to 
to the jury, which occupied an hour and gave 
incidentally some interesting facts in the_his- 
tory of the Central Pacific Railroad. ‘I have 
been trying to get this case before a jury,” said 
Mr. Choate, “tor the last two months, and at 
last we can fight this issue. There has been a 
miscarriage of justice once before in this case, 
by a disagreement of a jury, and I meant, if I 
could prevent it, that it should not happen 
again, I had a reason for asking you if you 
knew Gould or Sage. I know the spirit of 
Freemasonry which prevails among these money 
kings and railroad lords, of which the defendant 
is notoriously one. When justice strikes one it 
strikes ali, and they have an interest in protect- 
ing each other; and so I was determined that 
there should be no more Jay Gould men on this 
jury, any more than Huntington men. I tell you 
it is no easy matter to get justice against such a 
power as is represented by that gentleman, 
pointing to Mr. Huntington, who sat eying 
1im from beneath his skuli cap,] who sits in 
court with his crown on his head, with the most 
persuasive eloquence and crafty skill yoked to- 
gether to defend him, while Mr. Stewart stands 
here represented by only one man to struggle 
against this powerful combination of talent and 
money.” : 

The case, Mr. Choate said, was a very simple 
one. The plaintiff, David Stewart, was a retired 
merchant, who had lived quietly as an upright 
citizen, without becoming notorious. The de- 
fendant, sometimes known as Central Pacific 
Huntington, was one of the great railroad kings 
of tne country, who had become a great power 
in the land. He and his associates wielded more 
real power than the Kings of many countries 
combined. ‘The history of this case.” be con- 
tinued, “ goes back almost to the beginning of 
the building of the Central Pacific Railroad. 
Four men—C. P. Huntington, Leland Stan- 
ford. Mark Hopkins, and Charles Crocker— 
invested $1,500 apiece in that great en- 
terprise, and came out of it with $15,000, 
apiece. They saw Congress and got bonds and 
land grants; they induced cities and towns to 
contribute, and then they began to issue stock 
for themselves. As they wanted material to 
build their road they applied to their friends to 
take their stock, and among others David Stew- 
art was applied to. Mr. Huntington sold to him 
in 1864 and 1865 200 shares of the stock, and he 
also sold stock to William Paton, William H. 
Aspinwail, and John T. Agnew, who are plaint- 
iffs in other suits similar to this. He represented 
to them that large dividends would eventually 
be paid on this stock, and, relying on his rep- 
resentations, Mr. Stewart held his shares until 
1870, when Mr. Huntington approached him and 
wanted him tosell them back tohim. He said 
to Mr. Stewart: *I got you this stock because I 
was your friend, and now I want to get you out 
of it because I am yourfriend. Things have 
changed. There is troubleintheroad. There 
has been an over issue of stock, and I don’t want 
to see you lose your money.’ That is substau- 
tially what he said to Mr. Stewart. He was in a 
great hurry to close the bargain and offered to 
give his‘ dear friend’ par and interest for his 
stock. : 

* Mr. Aspinwall was about ‘to go to California, 
and Mr. Stewart suggested that before disposing 
of his stock it would | e well to wait and hear his 
report on the road. This plan did not suit Mr, 
Huntington, and in order to get the stock quick- 
ly he promised to return it upon payment of the 
money which he gave if Mr. Aspinwall, after 
bis visit to California, thought it a good invest- 
ment, and he further promised that if in the 
future he paid a higher price for the same_ kind 
of stock: he would give Mr. Stewart the differ- 
ence between the higher price and thesum al- 
ready paid him. On these terms the bargain was 
closed April 21, 1870, Mr. Huntington 
took the stock, and Mr. Stewart, 
Mr. Aspinwall, Mr. Agnew, and Mr. 
Paton received their money. Mr. Aspin- 
wall shortly afterward went to California, and 
from what he Jearned there he saw that he and 
his friends had been ‘sold,’ like their stock. He 
at once telegraphed to Mr. Stewart to go to 
Huntington and vet the stock back under his 
promise. Mr. Huntington refused to deliver the 
stock, although not denying his promise. He 
said it had been sent to California and canceled. 
Afterward! it was‘ discovered that his associates 
in California had paid as high as $400 a share for 
similar stock, and demand after demand was 
made on him to pay the difference between $400 
and the price allowed my chents. He refused 
this, and the present suit is the consequence. 

“Now,” continued Mr. Choate, “there was 
trouble in California, as Mr. Huntington told 
Mr. Stewart, but there had been no over issue of 
stock, as he said. I will tell you why he was so 
anxious to get this stock back again. He, with 
Mark Hopkins, his double in California; Leland 
Stanford, and Charles Crocker, all men who be- 
came great on the wreckage of the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad, formed what was known as the 
Contract and Finance Company, the Crédit Mo- 
bilier of the Central Pacific. They formed this 
corporation outside of the railroad company, 
and then, as Directors of the railroad, made a 
contract with themselves for the_ building 
of the road. The result was that they 
pocketed ail the profits on the construc- 
tion of the road, all the bonds and con- 
tributions of Congress and the cities and 
towns, and the stockholders were left out in the 
cold. Now, all such transactions as this are 
fraudulent and void in law, and men engaged in 
them may be made to disgorge at the suit of any 
stockholder. When the transaction with Mr. 
Stewart occurred the road had just been com- 
pletec and turned over to the company, and the 
members of the Contract and Finance Company 
had each received in one single dividend 53,600 
shares of the stock of the railroad company as 
pocket money. You can see by this why the 
Central Pacific had made no dividends. Some of 
the stockholders in California discovered these 
facts, and on April 7, 1870, they went 
to Mr. Huntington’s associates in California 
and told them that they were going to 
make them disgorge the profits diverted from 
the railroad company. That frightened the four 
poe. and they saw that their only hope was 

secure all the stock possible. Mr. Hunting- 
ton was anxious to get possession of Mr. 
Stewart's stock, because whatever rights a 
stockholder in Califoinia had a stockholder 
n New-York had, and Mr. Stewart might 
ave filed his bill and made Huntington dis- 
gorge. You can see now why he wanted the 
Btock, and why he was in sucha hurry to close 
the bargain. There was trouble, as he said, but 
it was histrouble and not that of the Central 
Pacific. We shall prove every one of these facts 
to you, I believe, by competent witnesses. When 
the panic seized the four partners they set the 
Contract and Hinance Company to buy up the 
stock. The company got the stock, and the 
four then divided it up among themselves.” 

While Mr. Choate was speaking the crowd in 
the court room pressed forward against the rail- 
ing and stretched their necks to catch every 
word. Mr. Huntington sat leaning on his cane, 





and not the shadow of a change passed over his 


face during the entire speech. Mr. Bangs rested 
on his elbow and smiled at the jury, and Mr. 
Conkling oeeupied himself in reading ins pri- 
vate mail. At the conclusion of the address a 
short recess was taken. 

David Stewart, the plaintiff, was the first wit- 
ness called by Mr. Choate after the recess. He 
is a venerable, white-haired gentleman of 73, 
one of the old-time merchants of the city, and 
as he took his seat he bowed courteously to the 
Judge and then fixed his eye rage seg 3 upon his 
counsel. In answer to questions by Mr. Choate 
Mr. Stewart told the story of his business rela- 
tions with Collis P. Huntington. He said he had 
resided in this city all his life, and was formerly 
in business asan importer of dry goods, from 
which he retired about 15 years ago. He had 
known Mr. Huntington about 18 years. He first 
became an owner of stock of the Central Pacific 
Road May 23, 1865, when he purchased 50 shares 
from Mr. Huntington through William Paton. 
On Feb. 16, 1867, he purchased 50 more 
shares in the same manner, and on April 22, 
1869, he purchased 100 shares directly from Mr. 
Huntington. Between the purchase and sale of 
his stock Mr. Stewart had severalfconversations 
with Mr. Huntington in regard to the stock. He 
held the 200 shares until April, 1870, when Mr. 
Huntington catled at his othice. He said there 
were troubles in the company in California, that 
overissues of stock had been made, and that he 
did not want his friends to be annoyed by these 
troubles. He said he was anxious to get his 
friends out of the road. ‘‘ He said he could get 
me now par and interest for my stock,” said Mr, 
Stewart, and he wanted meto get out of it. I 
told him I wou!d see Mr. Paton, Mr. Agnew, 
and Mr. Aspinwall about it,and he told fhe to 
hurry upsothat he could save meand my friends. 
The next day Mr. Aspinwall and called 
op Mr. Huntington at his office. He gave us the 
same reasons for wanting us to sell our stock 
that he had given me the day before. 1 said to 
him: * Aspinwall) is going to California. Let this 
matter be left open till he can report on the pros- 
pects.” Mr. Huntington said: ‘No; I can’t leave 
an option open; butif you are dissatisfied after 
Aspinwall has gone to California I will return 
your stock.’ He also agreed that if he paid any 
more for the stock to anybody else he would 
make good the difference to us. He agreed to 
pay us the par value of the stock with interest 
at 7 per cent. from 1864. We agreed to this, and 
he told us to send our certificates to Fisk & 
Hatch.” y 

The next day, the witness said, the certificates 
were delivered, and he received a check for 
$41,840 54 as payment for his own stock ana that 
of his partner, Mr. Paton. Mr. Stewart's share 
of this was $28,227 03, at the rate of about $139 
per share, with interest from Sept. 1, 1864. Mr. 
Aspinwall went to California a few days after, 
and sent the witnessa dispatch stating that a 
mistake had been made in selling the ‘stock, and 
advising that the money be tendered back to 
Huntington and the stock be recovered. Mr. 
Stewart went to Huntington and asked for the 
stock back, but he said he could not re- 
turn the certificates, as they had been 
sent to California and canceled. When Mr, 
Aspinwall returned he and Mr. Stewart 
called on Mr. Huntington and asked him to re- 
turn the stock. He insisted that he could not do 
it. Ata subsequent interview Huntington said 
that his associates in California refused todo 
anything toward scttling the claim of the wit- 
ness, and that he was unable to do anything 
him-elf. In one of the interviews Mr. Aspin- 
wall said that one party had paid $400a share 
forthe same kind of stock, and that Mr. Hun- 
tington oughtto make upthe difference. Mr. 
Huntington turned this suggestion off in a 
jocose way and refused to make good the differ- 
ence. He neither admitted nor denied that $400 
a share had been paid for similar stock. The 
witness and Mr. Aspinwall demanded the per- 
formance of the contract three or four times, 
and were always refused by Mr. Huntington, 

Mr. Bangs cross examined the witness. In an- 
swer to his questions Mr. Stewart said that he 
could not tell on the spur of the moment in 
what year he retired from business. 

* Give him 10 seconds, according to the Mar- 
quis of Queensberry rules,” suggested Mr. Conk- 
li 


ng. 

*He’s not that kind of a man,” said Mr. Choate. 
The stock which he bought, the witness said, 
was full paid, of the par value of $100. He paid 
par for the first 50 shares, 90 for the second 50, and 
par, with an abatement of 1 per_cent. for com- 
mission, on the last 100 shares. Mr. Stewart was 
sure that Huntington told him that his stock 
had been canceled instead of saying that his 
stock had been transferred. The witness under- 
stood the word canceled to mean trans- 
ferred. Huntington offered to give him 
some of the new stock at 0. He under- 
stood that a new company had been formed, and 
that the stock offered him was not the same as 
that which he had sold. It was part of an issue 
of $100,000,000 capital instead of $20,000,000, which 
was the capital on which the original stock was 
issued, and he declined to take it. The original 
stock was of the Central Pacific Railroad of 
California, a company which had gone out of 
existence, having been absorbed by the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company. 

**When did Mr. Huntington tell you that you 
had no claim on him ¢” asked Mr. Bangs. 

*“Hetold us that in substance every time we 
made a demand upon him?” 

* What made you sue Leland Stanford 7?” 

‘He was one of the associates of Huntington, 
who bought our stock for himself and his asso- 
ciates. Stanitord entered into a contract with 
me through Huntington, who was one of three 
partners of his. Mark Hopkins and Charles 
Crocker were also partnersin the transactions, 
and for that reason they are made defendants. 
These four persons formed the Contract and Fi- 
nance Company, and this company really bought 
our stock.” 

“When did you find out that Huntington, 
Stanford, Crocker, and Hopkins formed the Con- 
tract and Finance Company ?” 

“IT can’t say when I found it out. My counsel 
got the evidence of it before this suit was begun. 
I believe that Huntington made the contract 
with me for himself and his associates. 1 did 
not know this when I sold my stock, and at that 
time I looked only to himas responsible to me 
for the performance of his promise.”’ 

** What profit did you make on the sale of your 
stock to Mr. Huntington ?” 

“J figured up the profit on the transaction at 
about 14 per cent. per annum. ‘The stock cost 
me about $19,400, and I received for it $28,227 03. 
Mr. Huntington never said anything about my 
profits in the interviews which we had. He was 
very anxious to get the stock, and he paid 7 per 
cent. interest on all of it from the date of the 
first certificate, Sept. 1, 1564.” 

On redirect examination by Mr. Choate, Mr. 
Stewart said that after he had beard that Hunt- 
ington had paid higher prices for stock and 
that his stock had been canceled he demanded 
that Mr. Huntington should pay him the differ- 
ence according to his contract. 

Only 10 minutes remained to the time for ad- 
journment when Mr. Stewart lett the stand, and 
this was occupied by Mr. Choate in reading a 

ortion of the deposition of Thomas C. M. 

Paton, taken at the last trial. The deposition 
says that Mr. Huntington called on Mr. Paton in 
April, 1870; told him that there had been irregu- 
larities in the company in California, and that 
he wished to protect his friends from all loss in 
an enterprise which he had induced them to 
enter. He would save them by taking their 
stock at par and interest, andif it should prove 
to be worth more he would make good the dif- 
ference. Mr. Patonsaw Mr. Huntington again 
later in the day, when he told him that he had 
made the same offer to Mr. Stewart, who was 
going to consider it. 

At this point the reading of the deposition was 
stopped by the adjournment of the court. 


SHE WRECKED THE ESTABLISHMENT. 

Hortense Etienne, a Frenchwoman. who 
keeps a boarding house and restaurant at No. 
233 West Thirty-seventh-street, was the com- 
plainant yesterday, in the Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court, against Joseph Houmaire, who is the 
proprietor of a lager beer saloon at No. 297 


Seventh-avenue. The woman charged Houmaire 
with having assaulted her most brutally and bit- 
ten her on the nose and cheek. She said that she 
went into Houmaire’s saloon with a young man, 
who was going to Europe, to have a drink, 
While in the place she was assaulted by 
Houmaire and others and beaten about the head 
and kicked in the body. Houmaire seized her by 
the throat and bit her on the nose and Jip, and 
also stabbed the young man who was with her 
in the right hand when he interfered to protect 





er. 

Houmaire’s story was that the woman was in- 
toxicated when she came into the place with the 
young man. Sheraised a row in the place and 
insulted an old Alsatian who was sitting 
quietly at one of the tables. Houmaire attempt- 
ed to eject her, whereupon she beat him on the 
head with a beer glass and proceeded to wreck 
the establishment. She broke the mirrors behind 
the bar and several panes of glass in the tront of 
the saloon. He alleged that shé and her friend 
received the injuries complained of by falling 
against the broken windows.

THE HOSPITAL DOCTORS DISAGREE. 
The examination in the case of Patrick 

C. Foy, a professional vocalist of No. 22 Prince- 

street, who was charged with having assaulted

cluded before Justice O'Reilly, at the Jefferson 
Market Police Court, yesterday. The assault 
occurred on July 6, and Hennessey has since that 
time been an inmate of the hospital. He is par- 
alyzed and unable to move or speak. On 
the day of the assault Foy and a_ friend 
named Richard Molloy, of No. 128 _ Mac- 
dougal-street, were going through Wash- 
ington-square when the latter became 
engaged in an altercation with Hennessey, who 
was a park laborer. Hennessey struck Molloy, 
and then Foy poked him under the right eye 
with his umbrella. Hennessey was taken to a 
hospital, where, soon after, he became paralyzed 
on the right side. Since he has-been afflicted 
with cerebral hemorrhage. The St. Vincent's 
Hospital doctors think that Hennessey’s condi- 
tion is the result of a diseased state of the 
arteries, while the doctors at Bellevue Hospital 
say that it is the direct result of the injuries. 
Hennessey will probably become a confirmed 
paralytic. Foy was yesterday admitted to bail 
to await the action of the Grand Jury.

MAYOR EDSON CENSURED. 


THE CITY REFORM CLUB ON 
NOMINATIONS, 


HIS RECENT 


Atameeting of the City Reform Club’ 


last Monday evening the following resolutions 
were adopted: 


Whereas, The present Mayor of the city has recently 
astonished and shocked the community by undertak- 
ing to determine, contrary to the opinion of both the 
present Corporation Counsel and his immediate prede- 
cessor, that the terms of office of Messrs, French and 
Mason, Commissioners of Police, had expired re- 
spectively 19 months and 13 months ago, and has re- 
nominated Mr, French for a full term of_ six years 
from Muay 1, 188%, and has nominated one McClave, a 
Republican district leader, for Commissioner in place 
of Mr. Mason, to hold for a full term of six years from 
May 1, 1884; and 

Whereas, Mayor Edson in his messages announcing 
these nominations has stated that he has been of the 
opinion ever since May, 1883, that Mr. French’s term 
then terminated, and that Mr. Mason’s term would 
terminate in May, 1884, and that he has been fortified 
and confirmed in that opinion by the advice of un- 
named “eminent legal gentlemen,” 

Resolved, '\hat in the opinion of this club Mayor 
Edson’s action as above detailed is utterly unjustifi- 
able, even upon his own showing. If he was of the 
opinion in Muy, 1883, that Mr. French’s term of office 
had expired, and if he was not satistied with the 
opinion rendered him by the official Counsel to the 
Corporation it was his clear duty under the 
law to take immediate steps to obtain opinions 
with which he could be satistied, and to act promptly. 
here can be no possible excuse for a delay Of more 
than 18 months, and that he did so delay can be ex- 
plained only on the hypothesis that he purposely post- 

2oned action until he hed definitely learned by whom 
:@ was to be succeeded, and that he hus now willfully 
and deliberately undertaken to hamper the next Mayor 
in every possible way. 

Resolved, That the selection by Mayor Edson of S. B. 
French as Commissioner of Police shows an utter dis- 
regard of the public interests, as Mr. French is the 
Commissioner who, of a!] others, has laid himself most 
open to censure. 

Resolved, That we are unable to see in the recent 
action of Mayor Edson any intention save to deprive 
his successor of all power to reform the abuses that 
have so long characterized this important department. 

Resolved, That Mayor Edson’s unwarrantable action 
merits the unreserved condemnation and reprobation 
of this club and of all honest citizens. 

Resolved, hat the Secretary of the club is hereby 
directed to torward a copy of these resolutions to 
Mayor Edson.

THE CASE OF MRS. MANDELBAUM. 

District Attorney Olney came into the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer with 14 witnesses 
yesterday morning prepared to terminate the 
professional career of Frederika Mandelbaum, 
the eminent ‘“‘fence,” with the assistance of 
seven indictments and two Assistant District 
Attorneys.
